When  2.0  Is  Really  1.0 

Apple  may  have  updated  the  iPhone.  But  the  App  Store  is  brand-new — and  it  shows. 


Apple  has  released  a  major 

update  to  the  iPhone,  including 
a  second  generation  of  the 
iPhone  hardware  and  a  new  version  of 
the  operating  system  that  runs  both  it 
and  the  iPod  touch  (see  “iPhone  2.0,” 
page  60).  Yet  for  all  this  talk  of  second- 
generation  this  and  updated  that,  one  of 
the  most  vital  components  of  the  new 
iPhone  is  still  at  version  1.0. 

With  the  release  of  the  updated 
iPhone  software,  Apple  flung  open  the 
doors  of  its  App  Store,  where  users 
can  buy  third-party  programs  for  their 
iPhones  and  iPod  touches.  On  its  first 
day,  the  App  Store  had  some  500-plus 
programs  available,  and  that  number  is 
growing  rapidly. 

It’s  exciting  to  witness  the  birth  of  a 
new  software  ecosystem.  But  it’s  also 
scary.  If  some  people  were  skittish  about 
buying  the  first-generation  iPhone,  how 
should  they  feel  about  more  than  500 
programs,  all  at  version  1.0,  on  a  device 
that  has  never  before  supported  non- 
Apple  software? 

For  Beta  or  Worse 

Over  the  years,  programmers  have  come 
up  with  some  solid  methods  for  making 
sure  that  even  the  initial  releases  of  their 
software  are  relatively  stable.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  many  of  those  methods  weren’t 
available  for  the  first  generation  of  App 
Store  programs. 

Take  beta  testing — users  try  out  early 
program  versions  and  discover  bugs  that 
slipped  past  the  programmers.  There 
was  no  way  for  iPhone  programmers  to 
beta-test  their  products  before  the  App 
Store  launched.  The  software  used  to 
create  iPhone  programs  was  released 
under  a  nondisclosure  agreement,  which 
meant  developers  couldn’t  show  the 
public  the  programs  they  were  creating 
ahead  of  time.  Developers  in  countries 
without  iPhones  could  only  test  their 
programs  on  the  iPod  touch. 


Think  about  that: 
500  programs,  all  of 
them  at  version  1.0, 
on  a  device  that 
has  never  before 
supported  non- 
Apple  software. 

The  cloak  of  secrecy  also  prevented 
programmers  from  sharing  tricks  they 
had  picked  up  during  their  work.  Some 
of  them  figured  out  workarounds  so  they 
could  test  each  other’s  programs.  But  the 
kind  of  robust  prerelease  software 
testing  we  are  used  to  seeing  with  Mac 
software  simply  didn’t  happen  for  the 
iPhone’s  third-party  programs. 

As  a  result,  the  first  batch  of  iPhone 
software  entered  the  world  surrounded 
by  some  trepidation,  delivered  by  a 
bunch  of  programmers  who  were 
collectively  holding  their  breath  and 
crossing  their  fingers.  And,  as  it  turns 
out,  plenty  of  bugs  have  popped  up  in 
those  early  iPhone  programs,  to  the 
frustration  of  everyone  concerned. 

Apps,  Not  Albums 

Then  there’s  the  App  Store  itself,  which 
Apple  has  based  on  its  existing  iTunes 
infrastructure.  It’s  a  proven  system,  one 


on  which  Apple  has  sold  tens  of  mil¬ 
lions  of  songs  over  the  years.  But  aside 
from  a  handful  of  iPod  games,  the 
company  hasn’t  used  it  to  sell  a  lot  of 
software  before. 

Software  gets  updated  and  improved, 
unlike  album  tracks.  The  App  Store  has 
a  mechanism  that  enables  users  to 
receive  updates  for  the  programs  they’ve 
downloaded.  But  just  one  week  into  the 
new  setup’s  life,  several  developers  had 
fixed  major  bugs  in  their  software,  only 
to  find  their  updates  stalled  somewhere 
inside  the  App  Store. 

And  then  there’s  the  reviews  mess. 
iTunes’s  system  of  user  reviews  is  based 
on  the  idea  that  people  will  write  short 
opinions  on  music  albums.  Almost 
immediately,  it  became  apparent  that  this 
system  is  utterly  inappropriate  for  the 
App  Store.  Users  post  questions  or 
misperceptions  about  products,  and 
developers  have  no  way  to  respond.  Other 
posts  feature  “reviews”  from  people  who 
have  never  actually  used  the  product. 

Brave  New  Frontier 

It’s  sure  a  kick  to  use  innovative  software 
on  a  device  that  once  served  just  for 
phone  calls,  e-mail,  music  listening,  and 
Web  browsing.  But  like  many  frontiers, 
the  novel  world  of  iPhone  software  can 
be  uncomfortable  and  even  a  little  bit 
dangerous.  (Since  installing  a  lot  of 
add-on  software,  I’ve  found  that  my 
iPhone  crashes  more  frequently.) 

I’m  sure  that  Apple  will  eventually  get 
its  act  together  and  fix  the  process  of 
developing,  debugging,  and  selling 
iPhone  software.  In  the  meantime,  you 
might  want  to  venture  into  the  App  Store 
cautiously  and  with  great  care.  Q

App  Store 
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he  enterprise  market — which 
is  mostly  made  up  of  large 
companies  with  many  employ¬ 
ees,  departments,  and  computers — has 
been  dominated  by  Windows  for  a  long 
time.  Employees  who  try  to  integrate 
Macs  in  such  environments  (or  in  any 
PC-dominated  office,  for  that  matter) 
often  find  themselves  rebuffed  by  their 
IT  departments. 

Although  Apple  could  do  more  to  help 
Macs  gain  acceptance  in  the  enterprise 
world,  many  Mac  developers  and  analysts 
actually  think  Apple  should  just  continue 
to  concentrate  on  making  products  and  let 
other  people  worry  about  integrating  them 
into  these  higher-end  environments. 


Banding  Together 

Recently,  a  number  of  enterprise-focused 
Mac  companies  joined  forces  to  form  the 
Enterprise  Desktop  Alliance  (EDA),  a 
new  group  whose  goal  is  to  facilitate  the 
acceptance  of  Macs  in  the  Windows- 
dominated  enterprise  world. 

The  founding  members  of  the  group 
include  Atempo,  Centrify,  Group  Logic, 
LANrev,  and  Parallels.  Together,  the 
companies  believe  they  can  show  orga¬ 
nizations  how  to  integrate  Macs  into 
Windows-based  environments,  while 
reducing  the  total  cost  of  ownership. 

“We  all  heard  from  our  customers  that 
we  should  be  working  together,”  says  Peter 
Frankl,  founder  of  LANrev.  “Once  we 


started  talking,  we  realized  that  all  of  our 
customers  were  saying  the  same  thing.” 

While  bringing  Mac-focused  compa¬ 
nies  together  will  certainly  help  the 
group  show  organizations  that  Mac  and 
Windows  can  coexist,  there  are  still  some 
hurdles  to  overcome. 

“Interest  in  the  Mac  at  large  organiza¬ 
tions  is  growing  along  with  Apple’s 
market  share,"  says  Bob  O’Donnell,  vice 
president  at  market  research  firm  I  DC. 
“The  challenge  has  been  overcoming 
objections  surrounding  managing  Macs 
within  these  corporate  environments.” 

Frankl  says  that  more  companies  these 
days  are  letting  employees  choose  the 
computers  they  want  to  use.  And  the  Mac 
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is  an  increasingly  popular  choice,  which 
forces  executives  to  find  a  way  to  integrate 
them  into  the  corporate  environment. 

But  it’s  not  just  Macs  that  have 
brought  this  integration  issue  to  the  fore 
in  recent  months.  Adoption  of  the 
iPhone  has  put  pressure  on  IT  depart¬ 
ments  to  find  a  workable  solution  for  the 
device’s  integration.  And  Apple’s  new 
iPhone  3G  includes  many  enterprise- 
targeted  features  as  well.  This  will  be 
another  catalyst  for  getting  Macs  into 
large  companies,  as  executives  who 
purchase  iPhones  will  expect  their  IT 
departments  to  support  them. 

One  way  the  EDA  plans  to  help  is 
through  education.  The  group  will  host 
a  series  of  events,  including  Webcasts 
and  seminars,  and  will  provide  white 
papers,  product  information,  and  other 
resources  on  the  EDA  Web  site. 


“Efforts  that  can  make  life  easier  for 
the  IT  professional  and  help  the  Mac 
become  a  more  appealing  and  realistic 
alternative  within  the  enterprise  could 
help  turn  that  interest  into  a  stronger 
Mac  presence,’’  says  O’Donnell. 

Outside  Support 

Other  Mac  developers  who  cater  to 
business  customers  concur  with  the 
strategy  of  letting  outside  companies 
handle  the  enterprise  aspect  while  Apple 
stays  focused  on  the  end  user. 

“I  don’t  think  Apple  should  speci¬ 
fically  target  the  enterprise,”  says 
Alykhan  Jetha,  president  and  CEO  of 
Marketcircle,  a  maker  of  billing  and 
productivity  management  software.  “It’s 
not  that  I  don’t  want  those  customers, 
because  I  do,  but  the  enterprise  market 
has  fundamentally  different  require¬ 
ments  than  you  and  I  [do].” 

For  example,  those  in  the  enterprise 
market  may  not  be  as  willing  to  switch  to 
a  new  operating  system  as  individual 
consumers,  for  fear  of  incompatibilities 
with  existing  systems  and  software. 


Retraining  employees  on  a  new 
operating  system  can  also  be  costly  for 
large  companies. 

“This  would  slow  us  all  down,”  says 
Jetha.  “You  won’t  see  the  type  of  innova¬ 
tion  Apple  shows  from  Microsoft:  because 
they  have  to  cater  to  enterprise.  If  Apple 
caters  to  the  enterprise  like  Microsoft 
[does],  progress  is  going  to  slow.” 

That  point  is  not  lost  on  Tim  Deal, 
senior  analyst  at  market  research 
firm  Pike  &  Fischer.  “Apple  has  not 
tried  to  be  everything  to  everyone,  and  that 
has  certainly  been  a  key  factor  in  its  strong 
position  of  innovation,”  says  Deal. 

While  Deal  doesn’t  feel  Apple  does 
enough  to  promote  its  strengths  in  the 
enterprise  market,  he  does  think  that 
Apple’s  focus  on  certain  areas  of  the 
market  over  the  years  has  been  a 
winning  strategy. 


“Focusing  on  and  having  a  good 
reputation  for  those  niche  markets  has 
really  worked  for  [Apple],”  says  Deal. 
“Those  markets  typically  don’t  look 
anywhere  else  for  [its]  products.” 

Dennis  Bilowus,  president  of  AEC 
Software,  the  maker  of  FastTrack  Sched¬ 
uler,  thinks  that  Apple  should  do  more  to 
promote  itself  in  the  enterprise  market, 
but  recognizes  that  the  company  has  been 
doing  a  much  better  job  in  the  past  year. 

Bilowus  points  out  that  one  of 
Apple’s  strongest  niche  markets,  higher 
education,  is  also  one  of  its  biggest 
enterprise  customers. 

Overall,  Mac  developers  seem  pleased 
with  Apple’s  position  on  the  enterprise 
market.  While  a  bit  more  promotion  would 
be  nice,  focusing  on  growing  the  business 
seems  to  be  in  everyone’s  best  interest. 

“When  it  comes  to  Apple,  it  has  a  long 
history  of  customers  evangelizing  for  it,” 
says  Deal.  “That  puts  the  company  in  a 
unique  position  in  the  market.  That 
represents  the  unique  nature  of  Apple.”

STORAGE 

MacBook  Air 
Gets  Cheaper 
Solid-State 
Option 

The  market  for  solid-state  drives— 
storage  devices  that  have  no  moving 
parts  and  that  stash  data  in  solid-state 
memory— continues  to  evolve,  as 
manufacturers  figure  out  ways  to 
store  more  for  less.  And  that  will  likely 
benefit  consumers  who  keep  an  eye 
on  the  ever-changing  market. 

Case  in  point:  Apple  recently  cut 
the  price  on  the  version  of  the  Mac- 
Book  Air  that  comes  equipped  with  a 
solid-state  drive.  Apple  offers  its  ultra- 
thin  notebook  in  two  configurations: 
the  standard  $1,799 1.6GHz  model  with 
an  80GB  hard  drive,  and  a  configura¬ 
tion  featuring  a  faster  1.8GHz  chip  and 
a  64GB  solid-state  drive.  That  drive 
stores  data  on  silicon  rather  than  on 
the  rotating  hard-disk  platteryou’d 
find  in  a  conventional  drive. 

When  the  MacBook  Air  debuted  in 
January,  Apple  offered  the  version 
with  the  solid-state  drive  for  an  eye¬ 
popping  $3,098.  But  six  months  later, 
the  company  cut  that  price  to  $2,598. 
(MacBook  Air  customers  can  also  add 
the  64GB  SSD  to  the  1.6GHz  model  for 
an  extra  $599.) 

This  price  cut  came  about  because 
manufacturers  are  now  able  to  pro¬ 
duce  SSDs  for  less  money — and 
Apple  is  passing  the  savings  along  to 
its  customers.— peter  cohen

Conquer 

Business 

According  to  a  Yankee  Group 
Research  survey  of  more  than  700 
senior  IT  admins  and  executives,  eight 
in  ten  businesses  said  they  have  Macs 
in-house.  Considering  that  in  early 
2006  only  47  percent  of  IT  profession¬ 
als  used  Macs  in  their  business,  that’s  a 
huge  increase.  And  21  percent  of  the 
surveyed  firms  said  they  use  more 
than  50  Macs. 

According  to  Laura  DiDio,  a  research 
fellow  at  Yankee  Group  Research,  “This 
isn’t  Mickey  Mouse;  it’s  not  just  onesies 
and  twosies  anymore.  Apple’s  gradu¬ 
ated  into  the  big  league.” 

Why  such  a  significant  jump?  The 
Intel  transition:  28  percent  of  the 
surveyed  firms  said  that  they  run 
Windows  in  virtual  machines  on 
their  Macs,  and  22  percent  said  they 
use  Boot  Camp.  Oh,  and  80  percent 
of  the  surveyed  firms  rated  Mac 
hardware  reliability  as  excellent  or

Excel’s  Solver  to  Return 

One  of  the  many  casualties  in  the  transition  from  Office  2004 
to  Office  2008  was  Solver  in  Excel,  used  for  data  analysis  and 
business  modeling.  Microsoft  dumped  it  from  Excel  because  it 
depended  on  Visual  Basic  for  Applications  (VBA),  which  is  no  longer  part  of  Office.  While  most 
home  users  don’t  use  Solver,  it’s  a  very  powerful  tool,  and  many  businesses  called  for  its  return. 

In  Microsoft’s  Office  For  Mac  blog,  the  company  has  answered  that  call:  “We  have  been  hear¬ 
ing  loud  and  clear  from  our  customers— particularly  in  education— that  Solver  is  a  critical  and 
necessary  tool  for  coursework.  The  Excel  team  is  actively  working  to  bring  Solver  to  Excel  2008 
as  part  of  a  future  update.”—  derik  delong 


LAPTOPS 

Apple  Notebook  Shipments 
Up  61  Percent 

A  new  report  from  market  research  firm  DisplaySearch  shows  that  Apple’s  worldwide 
notebook  shipments  grew  61  percent  from  the  first  quarter  of  2007  to  the  first  quarter 
of  2008.  Shipments  rose  from  almost  900,000  to  more  than  1.4  million. 

The  growth  puts  Apple  in  seventh  place  in  overall  worldwide  notebook  market  share, 
with  4.6  percent.  The  growth  rate  tells  a  different  story,  however.  Apple  is  second  over¬ 
all  in  growth  behind  Asus,  which  grew  67  percent.  Lenovo  is  the  only  other  company 
that  was  close,  coming  in  with  58  percent  growth. 

In  all,  31.1  million  notebooks  shipped  in  the  first  quarter  of  2008.  DisplaySearch  is 
forecasting  shipments  of  135  million  units  for  the  year— jim  dalrymple

Piper  Jaffray  analyst  Gene  Munster 
recently  created  a  stir  when  he 
issued  his  forecast  for 
iPhone  sales  in  2009: 45 
million  units.  That’s  a  big 
jump  from  the  10  million  phones 
Apple  said  it  would  sell  by  the  end 
of  2008  (Munster  predicts  12.9 
million  for  2008  alone).  It  would 
give  the  iPhone  a  17  percent 
share  of  the  global  smart¬ 
phone  market  by  2009.

Naturally,  this  will  all  come  at  a  cost — you’ll  have  to  shell  out  a  monthly  fee  for  the 
Internet  access.  As  well  as  buy  a  Chrysler.— dan  moren

It  took  long  enough,  but  Apple’s  team  of  lawyers  has  at  last  filed  suit  againt  Mac-clone  maker 
Psystar  (not  long  after  the  company  added  an  Xserve  clone  to  its  roster).  The  lawsuit  charges, 
among  other  things,  copyright  infringement,  breach  of  contract,  and  trademark  infringement 
and  dilution.  Apple  is  seeking  treble  damages,  attorney  fees,  and  an  injunction  to  keep  Psystar 
from  selling  any  more  clones — and,  oh  yeah,  Apple  is  also  demanding  that  Psystar  recall  all  the 
products  it’s  sold  so  far.  In  other  words,  I  think  it’s  time  to  close  up  shop.— jonthan  seff

Nicholas  Woodhams,  who 
runs  Michigan-based  iPod 
Mechanic,  has  found  himself 
on  the  receiving  end  of  a 
lawsuit  claiming  that  not  only 
did  he  fail  to  stop  using  iPod 
in  his  business’s  name  in 
2006,  as  he’d  agreed  to  do, 
but  furthermore  he  engaged 
in  fraud  by  taking  advantage 
of  Apple’s  warranty  service. 
The  suit  says  that  Woodhams 
got  Apple  to  repair  broken 
out-of-warranty  iPods  by 
swappingtheir  back  cases 
with  those  of  units  that  were 
still  under  warranty. 

He  also  supposedly  took 
advantage  of  a  replacement 
program  for  iPod  shuffles  by 
writing  the  names  of  his  cus¬ 
tomers  on  the  appropriate 
forms,  receiving  new  units, 
and  then  denying  credit  card 
charges  from  Apple  after  he 
failed  to  ship  the  old  units 
back  to  the  company. 

Apple  says  that  it  suf¬ 
fered  losses  of  $75,000  as 
a  result  of  Woodhams’s 
actions,  and  the  company  is 
seeking  treble  damages  on 
the  basis  that  the  acts  were 
deliberate.— dan  moren

Rhapsody,  the  country’s 
largest  subscription-based

iTunes  in  offering  DRM-free  content.  The  joint  venture  between 
Real  Networks  and  MTV  has  finally  launched  its  MP3-based 
store,  with  more  than  5  million  tracks  from  all  four  major  labels. 

Rhapsody’s  plan  to  take  on  the  iTunes  Store  is  multipronged: 
the  service  has  partnered  with  Yahoo  Music,  the  Like  Facebook 
application,  and  Verizon 
Wireless.  And  of  course,

means  that  it  can  finally 
sell  tracks  that  work  with  the  bajillion  iPods  already  out  there.

While  the  calendar-oriented  person 
can’t  be  in  two  places  at  once,  the 
task-oriented  person  could  well  be 
working  on  three  (or  13)  projects 
simultaneously.  For  the  task-oriented 
person,  80  percent  of  success  is 
managing  competing  demands  on  time, 
and  you  may  need  more  power  and 


flexibility  than  iCal’s  to-do  list  provides. 
And  then  there  is  a  third  group  of  people 
whose  obligations  are  fairly  balanced 
between  an  overwhelming  welter  of 
tasks  (with  or  without  deadlines)  and  a 
never-ending  list  of  appointments.  These 
poor  folks  need  all  the  help  they  can  get. 

The  nine  programs  we  review — Objec¬ 
tive  Decision  Contactizer  Pro  3.6.1,  Mar- 
ketcircle  Daylite  3.7.3,  Google  Calendar, 
Apple  iCal  3.0.3,  Now  Software  Now  Up- 
to-Date  &  Contact  5.3.2,  Chronos  SOHO 
Organizer  7.0.2,  Moziiia  Sunbird  0.8, 
Objective  Satisfaction  What  T0D0 1.3.2,  and 
Yahoo  Calendar— tend  to  fall  into  one  of 
three  categories:  calendars,  task  managers, 
or  hybrids.  Six  of  the  nine  programs  are 
heavy  on  calendar  features  and  lighter  on 
task  management.  Four  of  those  six  are 
Mac  desktop  applications  (iCal,  SOHO 


Organizer,  Now  Up-to-Date,  and  Sunbird); 
the  other  two  are  online  calendar  pro¬ 
grams.  One  of  the  nine  programs  (What 
T0D0)  is  mainly  a  project-  and  task- 
management  tool  with  few  calendar 
features.  Finally,  two  programs — Daylite 
and  Contactizer  Pro — try  to  do  everything: 
organize  calendars,  manage  projects  and 
tasks,  and  much  more.  Be  aware  that 
while  we  reviewed  the  latest  versions  of 
these  applications,  some  of  them  are 
updated  frequently,  and  the  versions 
reviewed  here  might  have  been  updated 
since  we  went  to  press. 

The  iCal  Standard 

Comparing  these  programs  is  a  bit  tricky, 
because  they  are  all  pretty  good  and  each 
serves  a  somewhat  different  set  of  needs. 
Let’s  take  Apple’s  iCal  as  a  starting  point, 
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Powerful  but  Familiar  Interface  SOHO  Organizer’s  interface  is  soothingly  familiar,  yet  it  is  much 
more  powerful  than  iCal’s.  For  example,  you  can  create  new  tabs  showing  widely  separated  months, 
and  switch  between  each  view  with  a  click. 


since  it’s  free  from  the  maker  of  Mac  OS, 
and  it’s  an  excellent  program.  The  ques¬ 
tion  is,  do  you  need  anything  other  than 
iCal?  The  answer  may  indeed  be  yes. 
While  all  of  these  programs  are  great  for 
individuals,  three  of  them  (Daylite,  Now 
Up-to-Date,  and  Contactizer  Pro)  are 
designed  for  multiple  users  and  really 
shine  in  collaborative  environments. 

Calendars 

Apple’s  iCal  is  very  easy  to  use  and  yet 
remarkably  versatile.  You  can  create  as 
many  calendars  as  you  like.  You  can  ask 
iCal  to  notify  you  before  an  event  occurs  via 
e-mail  or  a  pop-up  alert.  If  you  want  to 
invite  a  couple  of  colleagues  to  a  meeting, 
iCal  can  automatically  get  their  e-mail 
addresses  from  OS  X’s  Address  Book;  also, 
the  invitees  will  automatically  have  access 
to  any  documents  you  attach  to  an  event. 
You  can  easily  sync  iCal  with  your  iPhone 
or  iPod.  You  can  also  share  calendars  easily 
on  a  peer-to-peer  network  or  even  by  put¬ 
ting  your  calendar  on  a  calendar  server. 
While  you  can  sync  your  calendar  to  your 
MobileMe  account,  at  press  time  the 
service  did  not  support  syncing  events  in 
calendars  you’ve  subscribed  to  or  pub¬ 
lished.  In  Leopard,  you  can  even  create  iCal 
events  and  tasks  while  you  are  using  Mail, 
and  Mail’s  data  detectors  will  help  you 
pull  appointment  information  from  an 
incoming  message.  In  short,  iCal  does 
most  of  what  you’d  want  a  calendar  to  do. 


Or  maybe  not.  SOHO  Organizer’s 
creators  felt  that  they  could  ask  a 
calendar  to  do  even  more.  As  a  calendar, 
its  advantages  over  iCal  may  seem 
minor.  SOHO  Organizer  provides  some 
customized  printing  options  that  iCal 
lacks.  The  calendar  in  SOHO  Organizer 
supports  a  variety  of  international 
calendar  types;  in  addition  to  the 
standard  Gregorian  calendar,  SOHO 
Organizer  also  supports  Buddhist, 


Hebrew,  and  Islamic  calendar  formats. 
And  SOHO  Organizer’s  calendar  has 
more  display  options  than  iCal  has.  But 
you  have  to  step  outside  the  calendar 
grid  to  see  the  most  compelling  advan¬ 
tages  of  SOHO  Organizer.  In  an  office 
environment,  both  iCal  and  SOHO 
Organizer  calendars  can  be  shared 
among  users,  but  SOHO  Organizer  has 
been  designed  with  more  thought  to 
multiuser  access.

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Integrated  Organizer  Daylite  cuts  through  the  clutter  with  an  organizer  that  combines  the  power 
of  several  programs  into  one  tool. 


SOHO  Organizer’s  strength  lies 
principally  in  the  interoperability  of  its 
calendar,  address  book,  and  SOHO 
Notes.  The  SOHO  Organizer  contacts 
screen  lets  you  see  all  events  (appoint¬ 
ments  and  tasks)  associated  with  a  par¬ 
ticular  contact,  although  in  iCal  you  can 
quickly  search  the  calendar  by  attendee 
name  to  get  a  similar  result.  But  the 
real  power  of  SOHO  Organizer  is  the 
way  it  works  with  SOHO  Notes.  SOHO 
Organizer  provides  two  ways  to  write 
lengthy,  free-form  memos  tied  to 
specific  days:  the  daily  journal  and  daily 
notes.  It  seems  like  one  or  the  other  of 
these  could  be  jettisoned,  but  Chronos 
seems  to  expect  that  you’ll  record  things 
like  your  expenses  in  the  daily  notes, 


and  use  the  journal  for  more  expansive 
entries.  If  you’re  a  note-writing  kind  of 
person,  then  the  SOHO  Organizer  suite 
might  be  just  your  thing. 

If  you’re  looking  for  a  calendar  that’s 
both  multiuser  and  cross-platform,  check 
out  Now  Software’s  Now  Up-to-Date  & 
Contact,  two  programs  that  come  as  a 
package.  Now  Up-to-Date  &  Contact  is 
basically  a  souped-up  combination  of 
Apple’s  Address  Book  and  iCal  that  you 
can  easily  share  on  a  network.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  Now  Up-to-Date  &  Contact  is 
showing  its  age.  Now  Software  has  been 
working  on  a  replacement  called  Night- 
hawk,  which  is  still  in  beta  at  this  writing. 

Another  homely  but  capable  calendar 
comes  from  the  open-source  folks  at 


Mozilla.  Sunbird  is  pretty  basic,  and  on 
the  Mac,  most  folks  will  probably  be 
happier  with  iCal  or  another  choice. 
Sunbird  can’t  connect  with  other  Mac 
programs  and  services  such  as  Address 
Book  or  MobileMe.  Sunbird’s  notifica¬ 
tions  are  limited  to  on-screen  pop-ups, 
and  you  can  only  set  one.  But  Sunbird 
has  one  nice  trick.  It  supports  add-ons, 
and  if  you  install  the  free  Provider  For 
Google  Calendar  add-on,  you’ll  be  able 
to  get  to  your  Google  calendar  from 
Sunbird,  and  vice  versa;  you  can  then 
manage  your  calendars  equally  well 
from  any  location.  Also,  like  iCal, 
Sunbird  is  free. 

Web-Based  Services 

If  you  don’t  want — or  can’t  afford — to  be 
tied  to  a  single  operating  system  or 
computer,  then  you  can  access  similar 
calendar  and  organizer  functions  via 
your  browser  with  Google  and  Yahoo 
calendars.  These  are  most  similar  to  the 
calendars  in  iCal,  SOHO  Organizer,  and 
Sunbird.  Both  of  these  online  calendars 
allow  you  to  create  multiple  calendars, 
invite  guests,  and  receive  notifications. 

For  people  who  work  on  multiple 
machines,  the  ability  to  access  your 
e-mail  and  calendar  from  any  Internet- 
connected  device  makes  the  online 
services  irresistible.  Yahoo’s  calendar 
includes  a  basic  to-do  list  and  note¬ 
taking  feature  not  found  in  Google’s 
calendar.  Nonetheless,  I  prefer  Google 
Calendar  because  I  use  Google  Gmail  for

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my  e-mail.  Gmail  can  often  recognize 
that  an  e-mail  message  is  suggesting  an 
appointment  and  will  offer  a  quick  way 
to  create  an  event  in  your  calendar.  iCal 
can  do  something  similar,  but  in  iCal 
you  have  to  hold  your  mouse  over  that 
text.  Gmail’s  feature  is  a  bit  smarter.  I 
sent  myself  a  test  message,  inviting 
myself  to  a  meeting  tomorrow,  perhaps 
at  12:30,  but  suggesting  next  Monday  as 
an  alternative,  at  9:30  at  the  Starbucks  in 
Casa  Linda  Plaza.  Mail’s  data  detectors 
recognized  meeting  tomorrow  if  I  held  the 
cursor  over  that  pair  of  words,  but  didn’t 
pick  up  the  time  later  in  the  sentence. 
Gmail,  on  the  other  hand,  without 
prompting,  suggested  creating  an  event. 
The  event  I  created  with  a  single  click 
missed  meeting  tomorrow  and  went 


instead  for  next  Monday,  but  did  effort¬ 
lessly  pick  up  the  time  and  the  location. 
(Yahoo  Mail  has  no  similar  feature.) 
Google  Calendar  also  can  send  an  SMS 
(text)  message  to  my  cell  phone  to  notify 
me  of  upcoming  events. 

Getting  Things  Done 

With  the  exception  of  Google’s  calendar,  all 
of  the  programs  mentioned  so  far  have  a 
limited  to-do-list  or  task-list  feature.  You 
can  enter  a  task,  assign  it  to  a  calendar, 
give  it  a  priority  level,  and  check  it  off 
when  if  s  done,  but  that’s  about  it.  If  you 
have  more-complicated  obligations  to 
manage,  you  need  a  more  flexible  tool. 

What  T0D0  is  a  niffy  project  and  task 
organizer  that’s  designed  along  the  lines 
of  best-selling  author  David  Allen’s 
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Color-Coded  Calendars  Google  Calendar  lets  you  manage  multiple  color-coded  calendars  directly 
from  your  browser. 


Getting  Things  Done  (GTD)  books. 

What  ToDo  tracks  tasks,  projects,  and 
contexts — broad  classifications  under 
which  you  can  group  tasks,  such  as 
e-mails  to  send  or  phone  calls  to  make. 

What  ToDo  also  allows  you  to  group 
tasks  (items)  within  projects,  organ¬ 
ize  them,  give  them  priorities  and  due 
dates,  and  add  notes.  What  ToDo  isn’t 
specifically  a  calendar  application, 
although  it  shows  a  mini-calendar  in  its 
Detail  drawer  that  you  can  use  to  assign 
deadline  dates.  It  isn’t  iCal-aware,  and  a 
task  with  a  deadline  won’t  automatically 
appear  in  your  iCal  calendar.  For  indi¬ 
vidual  users,  the  program’s  simplicity 
may  well  be  a  plus.  And  aside  from  the 
lack  of  integration  with  iCal,  it  has  a 
very  nice  Mac  OS  X  user  interface.  One 
particular  weakness  of  What  ToDo  is 
printing — What  ToDo  has  no  special 
report  layouts.  Individual  users  may 
find  that  What  ToDo  works  very  well  as 
a  complement  to  iCal. 

Organize  Everything 

If  you  need  more  power  in  both  the 
calendar  and  task-management  areas 
than  you  can  get  from,  say,  iCal  and 
What  ToDo,  don’t  despair.  A  couple  of 
tools  can  help  you  get  comprehensively 
organized.  But  be  warned:  you  might 
need  help  with  the  tools  themselves. 

The  programs  in  the  do-it-all  category, 
Objective  Decision’s  Contactizer  Pro  and 
Marketcircle’s  Daylite,  are  Mac-only. 
Contactizer  Pro’s  interface  has  a

brushed-metal  effect  with  a  sleek, 
modernistic  feel;  by  comparison,  the 
large,  colorful  icons  in  Daylite  seem 
old-fashioned.  Looks  aside,  both 
programs  are  loaded  with  features.  Both 
manage  calendars;  track  e-mail,  projects, 
and  associated  tasks;  sync  data  with  a 
variety  of  programs  like  iCal,  Apple  Mail, 
and  more;  cooperate  with  programs  like 
iChat  and  Skype;  print  reports  in  a 
variety  of  formats;  and  much  more. 
Contactizer  Pro’s  design  seems  more 


conventional:  it  tracks  contacts  (people), 
projects,  tasks,  and  communications, 
and  the  links  between  these  entities 
seem  natural. 

Contactizer  Pro  is  the  easier  of  the 
two  to  learn  without  consulting  the 
manual — which  is  lucky  for  users, 
since  there  is  no  manual.  Contactizer 
Pro  takes  a  peer-to-peer  approach  to 
sharing  data  between  users:  there’s  no 
server,  something  that  Objective  Deci¬ 
sion  touts  as  an  advantage.  Technically, 


it  may  be  an  advantage  for  a  three- 
person  shop.  But  for  larger  workgroups, 
Daylite’s  client-server  approach  is 
probably  more  efficient. 

Daylite’s  approach  to  linking  data  is 
more  free-form  and  takes  some  getting 
used  to,  and  it  definitely  has  some  quirks. 
If  you  create  a  new  task  while  you’re 
looking  at  the  Notes  screen,  when  you 
then  click  on  OK  and  save  your  task,  you 
won’t  see  it  automatically.  You  have  to 
switch  to  the  Tasks  view  and  select  the 
My  Tasks  item  in  the  Tasks  index  pane. 
This  may  be  disconcerting  for  novices. 

Daylite’s  calendaring  module  seems 
weaker  than  Contactizer  Pro’s;  you  can’t, 
for  example,  duplicate  an  appointment 
in  Daylite  by  option-dragging  it  to 
another  day,  the  way  you  can  in  Contac¬ 
tizer  Pro,  iCal,  or  Now  Up-to-Date  & 
Contact.  In  other  respects,  Daylite  has  an 
even  richer  feature  set  than  Contactizer 
Pro,  and  it  is  amazingly  configurable. 

Daylite  comes  with  excellent  doc¬ 
umentation,  as  well  as  instructive 
sample  databases  that  show  how  the 
program  can  be  set  up  to  suit  the  needs 
of  different  kinds  of  businesses — 
a  law  office,  for  example.  One  thing  I 
especially  liked  about  Daylite,  or  would 
if  I  were  a  boss  trying  to  run  a  tight 
ship,  is  that  it  lets  you  define  cus-

tomized  pipelines.  A  pipeline  is  some¬ 
thing  like  a  series  of  steps  that  are  nor¬ 
mally  followed  as  a  project  progresses 
from  start  to  finish.  For  example,  a 
wedding  photographer  might  first  need 
to  meet  with  the  bride,  then  send  the 
contract,  and  so  on.  Daylite  also  tracks 
opportunities  as  a  special  entity. 

Both  Daylite  and  Contactizer  Pro  are 
really  multiuser  business  applications. 
Getting  the  most  out  of  them  is  going 
to  take  some  effort.  But  if  you  need  the 
features  and  are  willing  to  commit  to 
the  learning  curve,  either  program 
would  be  suitable  for  a  busy  indepen¬ 
dent  consultant  or  freelancer. 

Macworld’s  Buying  Advice 

Try  iCal  first.  It’s  free,  and  you  already 
have  it  on  your  computer.  Though  iCal’s 
weak  spot  is  task  management,  it’s  other¬ 
wise  a  powerful  tool  and  a  very  good 
calendar  program,  especially  for  individ¬ 
uals.  It  works  extremely  well  with  the  rest 
of  Apple’s  personal-management  appli¬ 
cations,  including  Mail  and  Address 
Book.  And  with  its  support  for  the  Cal- 
DAV  calendar-networking  specification, 
iCal  is  poised  to  become  a  player  in  office 
networks  as  well. 

I  can’t  recommend  Sunbird  over  iCal, 
but  if  you  use  Mozilla’s  Thunderbird  as 


your  e-mail  client,  check  out 
Lightning,  an  add-on  that  gives 
you  Sunbird’ s  features  right  inside 
Thunderbird.  Now  Up-to-Date  & 

Contact  doesn’t  do  much  more  for 
individual  users  than  the  offerings 
from  Apple  and  Mozilla,  and  Now's 
product  is  slated  for  replacement;  but 
Now  Up-to-Date  &  Contact  does  support 
sharing  in  a  mixed-platform  environ¬ 
ment.  Simply  as  a  calendar,  SOHO 
Organizer  isn’t  dramatically  better  than 
iCal,  but  it  is  a  terrific  program  if  you’re 
an  irrepressible  notetaker. 

If  you  live  on  the  Web,  the  calendar 
services  from  Yahoo  and  Google  let  you 
get  to  your  info  from  any  computer  with 
an  Internet  connection.  Yahoo’s  calendar 
has  a  decent  to-do  list  feature,  while  Gmail 
and  Google  Calendar  are  as  good  a  team 
as  Mail  and  iCal.  And  if  you  need  some¬ 
thing  with  real  task-management  power, 
What  To  Do  is  my  recommendation  for  the 
individual  user.  If  you  seek  a  serious,  com¬ 
mitted  relationship  with  some  powerful 
but  demanding  software,  try  both  Con¬ 
tactizer  Pro  and  Daylite  for  a  while  before 
deciding  which  one  to  go  steady  with.  Q

Make  My  Day 

The  most  conspicuous  new  feature  in 
Entourage  2008  (MM;  macworld 
.com/3346)  is  My  Day,  a  user-interface 
device  designed  to  let  you  view  your 
current  to-dos  and  appointments 
without  having  to  keep  Entourage 
open.  My  Day  floats  on  top  of  other 
application  windows  so  that  you  can 
get  to  it  easily.  In  addition  to  showing 
pending  appointments  and  to-dos,  My 
Day  lets  you  add  a  quick  to-do. 

If  you  are  used  to  running  many 
applications  at  once  and  aren’t 
intimidated  by  Entourage,  or  if  you 
don’t  have  to  worry  about  meeting 
your  next  appointment, you  probably 
won’t  bother  with  My  Day.  The  My 
Day  floating  window  is  smaller  than 
an  application  window,  but  unless  you 
have  a  very  large  display,  My  Day  is 
still  large  enough  to  get  in 
the  way.  If  you  try  to  make 
the  My  Day  window 
smaller,  it  ceases  to  show 
much  information.  You 
can  hide  it  or  park  it  in  the 
Dock  or  in  the  menu  bar, 
and  bring  it  to  the  foreground 
when  you  want  to  use  it.  But  you  can 
do  the  same  thing  with  Entourage. 
And  My  Day’s  editing  capability  is  so 
limited  that  you’ll  have  to  open  Entou¬ 
rage  to  use  it  much  of  the  time  any¬ 
way.  You  can’t,  for  example,  create  a 
new  appointment  or  event  in  My 
Day;  it  only  lets  you  create  undated 
tasks,  and  even  with  tasks,  all  you 
can  enter  is  a  short  to-do  note.  You 
have  to  edit  notes,  reminders,  and 
priorities  in  Entourage. 

My  Day  isn’t  so  much  about 
editing  as  it  is  about  glancing  at  your 
upcoming  appointments  without 
distractions.  Apple  provides  a 
Dashboard  widget  that  lets  you  take 
a  quick  look  at  your  iCal  appoint¬ 
ments.  The  iCal  widget  is  easy  to  call 
up  (just  press  F12),  it  shows  you 
your  next  appointments,  and  it  lets 
you  access  iCal.  Why  no  My  Day 
widget?  The  Mac  team  at  Microsoft 
wanted  My  Day  to  be  simple  and 
focused,  so  you  can  see  where  you 
are  in  your  day  in  an  instant.

REVIEW 


People  who  waited  for  version  2.0  will  find  their  patience  rewarded 


Massive  hype  and  long  lines  greeted  the  original  iPhone,  and 
with  Apple’s  new  iPhone  3G,  the  hype  and  the  lines  are  back. 
People  who  waited  for  the  second  edition  of  the  iPhone  will 
appreciate  its  dramatically  faster  cellular  data  access,  impressive 
software  update,  and  raft  of  third-party  programs.  But  existing  iPhone 
owners  will  find  that  the  iPhone  3G  is  only  a  must-have  upgrade  for 
people  who  will  take  full  advantage  of  the  fast  3G  network. 


Subtle  Hardware  Changes 

At  a  casual  glance,  the  iPhone  3G  looks 
just  like  the  original  iPhone  (f  f  f  f ; 
macworld.com/2957).  Front  and  center  is 
its  bright,  beautiful,  3.5-inch-diagonal 
touch  screen,  offering  a  resolution  of 
480  by  320  pixels.  The  face  of  the 
iPhone  3G  is  slightly  wider,  allowing  a 
bit  more  black  space  between  the  sides 
of  the  screen  and  the  chrome  frame. 

At  the  top,  the  most  obvious  change  is 
the  replacement  of  the  original  iPhone’s 
ridiculous  recessed  headphone  jack — 
which  required  the  use  of  an  adapter  in 
order  to  attach  most  non-Apple  head¬ 
phones — with  one  that  lies  flat. 

The  iPhone  3G’s  side  and  top  buttons 
are  now  made  of  metal  rather  than  black 
plastic.  They’re  a  pretty  color,  but  the

edges  are  also 
much  sharper  than 
those  on  the  orig¬ 
inal  iPhone,  and  they 
press  uncomfortably  into  my  fingers.  I 
also  found  the  iPhone  3G’s  Vibrate 
switch  to  be  more  difficult  to  slide  than 
the  original  model’s. 

Although  the  iPhone  3G  is  more 
curved  (and  therefore  thinner)  than  the 
original  iPhone  at  its  edges,  it’s  slightly 
thicker  in  the  middle.  The  curved  back 
does  make  the  iPhone  3G  slightly 
unstable  when  laid  on  a  flat  surface,  but 
it  only  wobbles  slightly,  and  I  found  it 
acceptably  stable  for  typing  and  tapping. 

The  iPhone’s  back  is  shiny  plastic 
(available  in  black  [8GB  and  16GB]  or 
white  [16GB]),  rather  than  the  flat  matte 
aluminum  of  the  original  model.  The 
plastic  case  shouldn't  block  radio  signals 
as  much  as  the  aluminum  did,  but  the 
shiny  texture  is  also  much  more  adept  at 
collecting  fingerprints  and  smudges. 

Although  the  physical  changes  to  the 
phone  are  subtle,  they’re  enough  to 
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prevent  some  old  iPhone  cases,  docks, 
and  other  accessories  from  working  with 
this  new  model. 

It’s  always  hard  to  judge  a  new  pro¬ 
duct’s  durability  in  just  a  few  days,  but 
our  colleagues  at  PC  World  sacrificed  an 
iPhone  3G  (macworld.com/3732)  to  test  its 
resilience,  and  were  quite  impressed. 

Speed  Improvements 

What  puts  the  iPhone  3G  head  and 
shoulders  above  the  original  iPhone  is 
the  addition  of  support  for  the  third- 
generation  wireless  networking,  or  3G, 
that  gives  the  product  its  name. 

In  our  tests,  an  iPhone  3G  on  AT&T’s 
3G  network  downloaded  media  files  and 
loaded  Web  pages  between  two  and  four 
times  as  fast  as  an  original  iPhone  on 
AT&T’s  EDGE  network  (but  not  as  fast 
as  Wi-Fi).  See  “Download  Speeds  Com¬ 
pared”  for  our  results.

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More  impressive  than  the  raw  down¬ 
load  speeds  is  the  fact  that  they  enable 
Internet  features  that  simply  weren’t 
practical  on  the  slower  EDGE  network.  I 
was  able  to  listen  to  a  radio  station 
streamed  through  the  free  AOL  Radio 
program,  and  watch  baseball  highlights 
via  MLB.com  At  Bat,  both  over  the  3G  net¬ 
work  (see  page  68  for  more  on  MLB.com 
At  Bat  and  other  new  iPhone  apps). 

Phones  on  the  3G  cellular  network 
also  gain  the  ability  to  download  data 
(loading  Google  Maps,  for  example) 
while  you’re  on  a  call. 

Built-in  GPS 

The  other  major  new  hardware  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  iPhone  is  a  GPS  (Global 
Positioning  System)  receiver  that  lets 
the  device  figure  out  exactly  where  it 
is  by  triangulating  radio  signals  from 
satellites  in  orbit.  (And  if  the  iPhone 
3G  can’t  get  a  GPS  fix,  it  can  still  use 
Wi-Fi  and  cell  tower  information  to 
guess  at  its  position.) 


iPhone’s  camera  can  also  use  GPS  to 
embed  the  exact  latitude  and  longitude 
of  every  picture  you  take,  a  process 
known  as  geotagging. 

Of  course,  the  killer  application  for  a 
GPS-enabled  phone  is  turn-by-turn 
driving  directions,  which  Maps  doesn’t 
truly  offer.  Here’s  hoping  that  an  add-on 
program  appears  on  the  App  Store  soon. 

Improved  Audio 

The  speaker  on  the  iPhone  3G  is 
noticeably  louder  than  the  one  on  the 
original  iPhone,  making  ringtones 
easier  to  hear  and  improving  the 
speakerphone  function. 

The  phone’s  internal  speaker  (the  one 
you  press  against  your  ear)  also  sounds 
better  and  is  a  little  bit  louder— when  I 
called  people  on  the  two  phones,  they 
generally  preferred  the  sound  of  the 
iPhone  3G. 

What’s  more,  the  frequencies  used 
on  the  3G  network  are,  compared  with 
those  on  the  2G  network,  not  as  likely  to

Several  included  applications  on  the 
iPhone  take  advantage  of  GPS,  and 
numerous  third-party  App  Store  pro¬ 
grams  do  as  well.  Maps,  for  example,  uses 
GPS  to  track  your  current  location, 
represented  by  a  pulsating  blue  dot  at  the 
center  of  the  map.  In  my  testing,  Maps 
did  a  good  job  in  wide-open  spaces,  but 
not  as  well  while  I  was  traveling  in  a  bus 
through  streets  full  of  tall  buildings  in 
San  Francisco’s  Financial  District.  The 


generate  random  interference.  I  was  able 
to  set  the  iPhone  3G  right  next  to  my 
clock  radio,  and  never  heard  that  famous 
GSM  buzz.  (Of  course,  if  you’re  in  an 
area  that  doesn't  have  3G  service,  you’ll  be 
on  the  old,  buzz-happy  GSM  network.) 

Lingering  Lapses 

When  the  original  iPhone  arrived,  it  was 
easy  to  give  Apple  a  bit  of  a  pass  on  miss¬ 
ing  features.  However,  now  a  year  has 
gone  by  and  the  hardware  has  been 
completely  revised — yet  some  of  these 
feature  gaps  inexplicably  remain. 

Camera  For  a  product  as  cutting- 
edge  as  the  iPhone,  its  built-in  camera 
is  an  embarrassment.  Like  the  camera 
on  the  original  iPhone,  it’s  got  a  basic 
2-megapixel  resolution,  doesn’t  zoom, 
has  no  flash,  doesn’t  work  well  in  low 
light,  and  doesn’t  take  videos. 

Bluetooth  Taking  a  step  backward, 
Apple  has  removed  the  feature  that  let 


you  listen  to  voice  mail  via  a  Bluetooth 
headset  (a  company  spokesperson  says 
that  Apple’s  working  on  a  fix).  And  we’ve 
heard  some  reports  of  Bluetooth-enabled 
cars  that  have  had  trouble  pairing  with 
the  device.  You  still  can’t  exchange 
photos  with  Bluetooth,  and  despite  the 
fact  that  the  iPhone  3G  has  a  very  fast 
connection  to  the  Internet,  there  is  no 
way  to  share  that  connection  with  your 
Mac.  The  iPhone  3G  also  doesn’t  support 
stereo  Bluetooth  headphones,  so  you 
can’t  listen  to  music  wirelessly. 

Voice  Dialing  The  iPhone  still  doesn’t 
support  voice  dialing — unfortunate  in  a 
device  that  lacks  the  physical  buttons  to 
allow  people  to  navigate  solely  by  feel. 

Power  and  Battery 

The  iPhone  3G  tech  specs  claim  a  battery 
life  similar  to  that  of  the  original  iPhone. 
However,  Apple  arrived  at  these  figures 
under  testing  conditions  that  may  not 
necessarily  reflect  your  own  use. 

In  tests  performed  by  our  sister 
publication,  PC  World  (macworld.com/ 
3733).  the  iPhone  3G’s  battery  per¬ 
formed  better  than  that  of  any  other 
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iPhone  2.o

price — it’s  a  complicated  combination 
of  a  ticket  price  and  a  two-year  monthly 
commitment.  However,  I  think  that 
making  it  cheaper  to  get  your  hands  on 
an  iPhone  is  a  good  move,  even  if  the 
result  is  a  higher  monthly  bill. 


phone  in  its  class.  In  PC  World’s 
talk- time  tests,  the  iPhone  survived  5 
hours  and  38  minutes — longer  than  3G 
phones  from  AT&T,  Palm,  Samsung, 
Motorola,  and  Pantech. 

Still,  if  you  use  the  iPhone  3G  heavily, 
you’ll  drain  the  battery  pretty  fast,  and 
you  won’t  be  able  to  go  a  full  day  on  one 
charge  without  some  careful  power 
management.  If  you’re  worried  about 
running  out  of  juice,  Apple  has  pro¬ 
vided  an  option  (Settings:  General:  Net¬ 
work:  Enable  3G)  so  that  you  can  turn  off 
3G  networking.  Once  3G  is  disabled,  the 
iPhone  3G  uses  less  power  by  relying  on 
the  same  2G  network  as  its  predecessor. 

Speaking  of  power,  it’s  important  to 
note  that  this  phone  is  incompatible  with 
any  power  adapters  that  use  FireWire  for 
charging.  (This  includes  numerous 
accessories  that  don’t  actually  have  a 
visible  FireWire  cable,  such  as  many  car 
adapters.)  The  iPhone  3G  will  only 
accept  a  charge  via  the  five-volt  connec¬ 
tion  that’s  part  of  the  USB  power  speci¬ 
fication.  And  unlike  the  original  iPhone, 
the  iPhone  3G  comes  only  with  a  USB 
charging  cable  and  AC  adapter,  not  a 
dock  (now  a  $29  add-on). 

The  AT&T  Factor 

In  the  United  States,  iPhone  3G  owners 
must  commit  to  a  two-year  contract  with 
AT&T,  with  rate  plans  that  are  $10  more 
per  month  than  they  were  with  the 
original  iPhone.  And  since  text  messag¬ 
ing  is  no  longer  included,  frequent 
texters  will  need  to  pay  a  fee  above  and 
beyond  those  plans  to  cover  their  texting 
(starting  at  $5  per  month  for  200 — oth¬ 
erwise  it’s  S0.20  per  message). 

If  you’re  not  sure  AT&T  is  the  right 
carrier  for  you,  despite  your  interest  in 
the  iPhone,  find  someone  who  uses 
AT&T  and  who  uses  his  or  her  phone  in 
the  same  places  you  do,  more  or  less.  Or 
ask  to  borrow  a  friend’s  AT&T  phone  for 
a  couple  of  hours  and  take  it  to  the 


places  you  tend  to  use  yours,  so  you  can 
see  for  yourself.  I’ve  been  an  AT&T 
customer  (previously  Cingular,  and 
before  that  AT&T)  for  years  and  have 
been  relatively  happy  with  the  service, 
but  many  other  people  detest  AT&T. 

The  Price 

When  we  reviewed  the  original  iPhone 
last  year,  a  4GB  model  cost  $499.  Over 
the  past  12  months,  Apple  has  slashed  the 
price  of  the  iPhone,  has  increased  its 
capacity,  and  has  now  introduced  these 
new  iPhone  3G  models,  all  of  which 
provide  a  fine  value.  An  iPhone  3G  with 
twice  the  capacity  of  the  original  iPhone 
costs  $300  less  than  that  phone’s  initial 
sticker  price. 

Apple  managed  to  drop  the  price  so 
aggressively  by  changing  its  financial 
terms  with  AT&T,  so  that  the  telephone 
company  pays  Apple  a  subsidy  for  each 
iPhone  sold.  In  essence,  this  means  that 
with  the  iPhone  3G,  consumers  will  pay 
for  some  of  the  value  of  the  phone  as  a 
part  of  their  monthly  bills.  For  some  users, 
this  won’t  make  any  difference.  For  others, 
it’s  quite  an  inducement,  because  it  trades 
a  single  large  financial  hit  for  a  somewhat 
increased  set  of  payments  over  a  few  years. 

Unlike  most  Apple  products,  the 
iPhone  is  not  a  device  with  a  single

If  you’ve  been  cautious  and  waited  a  year 
for  the  second  generation  of  the  iPhone, 
your  patience  has  been  rewarded.  The 
iPhone  3G  improves  on  the  original 
iPhone’s  audio  quality,  offers  access  to  a 
faster  data  network,  and  sports  built-in 
GPS  functionality.  And  since  it  includes 
the  new  iPhone  2.0  software,  you’ll  also 
be  getting  in  on  the  ground  floor  in  the 
exciting  new  world  of  third-party  soft¬ 
ware  written  for  the  iPhone.  Business 
users  will  appreciate  the  iPhone’s  new 
Microsoft  Exchange  syncing  features. 

If  you’re  an  existing  iPhone  user,  the 
fact  that  your  current  phone  will  be  able 
to  take  advantage  of  all  the  iPhone  2.0 
software  features,  including  Exchange 
syncing  and  third-party  applications, 
blunts  some  of  the  excitement  of  this 
upgrade.  If  you  live  in  an  area  with  a  3G 
network  and  find  yourself  chafing 
constantly  at  the  comparatively  slow 
speeds  of  the  EDGE  network,  it’s 
probably  worth  the  upgrade.  But  if  you 
don’t  mind  the  Internet  experience  on 
your  current  phone,  you’d  be  better  off 
installing  the  2.0  software  update  and 
holding  on  to  your  existing  device.

The  original  iPhone  was  an  amazingly  capable  device,  but  it  certainly  wasn’t  perfect. 
The  2.0  software  update,  a  major  improvement  over  the  original  iPhone  operating 
system,  adds  dozens  of  new  features  and  refines  several  old  ones — changes  many 
users  have  been  waitingfor  since  the  iPhone’s  introduction.  Perhaps  best  of  all,  it’s  available 
free  to  all  iPhone  users  and  as  a  $10  upgrade  for  the  iPod  touch. 


The  App  Store 

The  iPhone  2.0  software  adds  only  one 
new  application,  but  it’s  a  gateway  to  an 
entirely  new  world.  The  App  Store  lets 
you  download  and  install  applications 
created  by  third-party  developers  (some 
programs  for  free,  others  at  a  cost). 

You  can  add  or  remove  applications  as 
you  see  fit,  but  because  they  store  all  their 
data  along  with  the  software,  deleting  an 
application  also  deletes  all  its  settings  and 
stored  information.  If  you  delete  a  pro¬ 
gram  and  want  it  back,  you  can  download 
it  again  for  free,  unlike  media  from  the

Even  though  most  of  the  applications 
are  small,  if  you  have  many  of  them 
installed,  syncing  with  your  computer 
will  take  much  longer  than  before. 

Mail 

Managing  e-mail  on  the  iPhone  is  easier 
than  ever.  You  can  now  delete  or  move 
multiple  messages  at  once  and  specify 
backup  SMTP  servers  for  each  of  your 
accounts.  In  addition,  the  Mail  applica¬ 
tion  displays  a  number  of  new  fields 
when  you  compose  a  message.  You  can 
now  edit  the  blind  carbon  copy  field  and 
choose  which  of  your  e-mail  accounts  to 
use  when  sending  a  message. 

Apple  has  also  added  better  support 
for  attachments — you  can  now  view 
PowerPoint  presentations  and  iWork 
documents  and  play  back  certain  types  of 
audio  and  video  files.  You  can  also  save 
images  (but  not  other  files)  sent  to  you 
as  attachments. 

Unfortunately,  iPhone  2.0’s  version  of 
Mail  still  lacks  a  couple  of  features  that 
first-generation  iPhone  users  have  been 
clamoring  for — in  particular,  a  unified 
inbox  and  the  ability  to  view  and 
compose  messages  in  landscape  mode. 

Enterprise  Support 

Many  iPhone  users  were  disappointed 
that  the  device  was  virtually  useless  in  a

programs  (and  counting),  the  App  Store  lets 
you  customize  your  iPhone  as  never  before. 

corporate  environment.  The  software 
update  brings  with  it  many  enterprise 
features,  including  full  support  for 
Microsoft  Exchange  and  its  ActiveSync 
technology,  which  allows  contacts, 
calendar,  and  mail  information  to  be 
wirelessly  “pushed”  to  the  iPhone, 
automatically  updating  the  device 
whenever  that  data  changes  on  the  server. 

Once  we  set  up  accounts,  we  were 
able  to  access  an  Exchange  e-mail 
account  as  well  as  retrieve  contact  and 
calendar  information  from  the  server. 
We  were  able  to  respond  to  Exchange 
event  invitations  attached  to  e-mail 
messages,  something  you  can’t  do  with 
iCal  invitations  on  an  iPhone.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  if  you  sync  contacts  and  cal¬ 
endars  with  Exchange,  you  can’t  also 
sync  them  with  your  Mac.  To  sync  both 
at  once,  you’ll  need  to  use  Apple’s 
MobileMe  service. 

MobileMe 

If  you  don’t  work  for  a  big  corporation  but 
want  to  share  all  your  messages,  contacts, 
and  calendar  information  between  all  your 
computing  devices,  Apple’s  $99-a-year 
MobileMe  supports  wireless  syncing  of 
contacts,  calendars,  and  mail.

Location  Services 

The  iPhone  3G  may  have  true  GPS,  but 
iPhone  2.0  software  brings  its  own 
refinements  to  the  iPhone’s  location 
services.  Using  the  location  information 
it  gleans  from  GPS,  Wi-Fi  signals,  and 
cellular  towers,  the  iPhone’s  Maps 
application  has  added  an  entirely  new 
feature:  tracking. 

When  you  press  the  locate  button  in 
the  lower  left  corner,  Maps  will  continue 
to  track  your  location  until  you  press  the 
button  again.  This  feature  works  best 
with  GPS  capabilities,  which  provide 
close  to  real-time  location  information. 
But  you  can  also  use  it  without  GPS — 
the  results  will  just  be  less  precise  and 
will  update  less  frequently. 

Wireless  Options 

Earlier  iPhone  software  gave  you  the 
option  of  either  disabling  Bluetooth  or 


Should  I  Upgrade  My 
iPod  Touch  Software? 


Yes,  it’s  worth  $10.  To  begin  with, 
the  2.0  software  includes  all  of 
the  applications  in  the  January  touch 
update— Google  Maps,  Mail,  Weather, 
Web  Clips,  Stocks,  and  Notes— for  half 
the  price.  It  supports  push  e-mail,  con¬ 
tacts,  and  calendars  with  Microsoft 
Exchange  or  MobileMe,  searchable 
contacts,  multiple  calendars,  support 
for  viewing  more  types  of  e-mail 
attachments,  the  ability  to  move  or 
delete  multiple  e-mail  messages  at 
once,  parental  controls,  the  ability  to 
take  a  screenshot  of  the  iPod’s  inter¬ 
face,  and  much  more. 

Then  there’s  the  App  Store.  The 
vast  majority  of  these  programs  will 
work  splendidly  with  the  iPod  touch. 
And  Apple’s  free  Remote  application  is 
worth  the  upgrade  price  by  itself. 

Still  wondering  whether  this  upgrade 
is  worth  the  ten  bucks?  Find  me  a  better 
bargain  on  the  planet  and  my  money  is

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Find  Your  Location  Location  tracking  works 
best  with  the  iPhone  3G’s  GPS,  but  it’s  also  available 
to  users  of  the  iPod  touch  and  the  original  iPhone. 


Wi-Fi  individually,  or  shutting  off  all  the 
iPhone’s  radios  by  switching  to  Airplane 
Mode.  iPhone  2.0  refines  that  a  bit:  now 
when  you  enter  Airplane  Mode,  you  can 
turn  Wi-Fi  back  on  without  activating  the 
cell  phone  features.  That  way,  if  you’re 
on  a  flight  that  provides  Wi-Fi  access, 
you  can  still  get  on  the  Internet  without 
violating  FAA  regulations  or  using  up 
your  battery  so  quickly. 

The  Little  Things 

In  addition  to  these  major  changes, 
iPhone  2.0  is  rife  with  small  but 
welcome  improvements. 

For  example,  when  you’re  entering  a 
password,  the  field  shows  you  the  last 
typed  character  in  plain  text,  making  it 
easier  to  figure  out  when  you’ve  pressed 
the  wrong  key. 

The  iPhone  lets  you  manage  multiple 
calendars,  color-coding  them  so  you  can 
easily  tell  them  apart  (although  the 
colors  don’t  necessarily  sync  from  iCal). 
You  can  set  a  default  calendar  for  events 
created  on  the  iPhone,  and  you  can 
browse  different  calendars.  However,  the 
Calendar  still  does  not  let  you  manage 
to-do  lists  or  sync  them  between  the 
iPhone  and  iCal  or  Mail. 


And  there  are  more  goodies.  You  can 
take  screenshots  of  your  iPhone’s  inter¬ 
face  and  search  your  contacts.  Inter¬ 
national  support  has  expanded  dramati¬ 
cally — the  iPhone  now  speaks  16  different 
languages.  And  if  you  press  and  hold  on 
the  keyboard's  .com  key,  it  will  pop  up 
options  for  the  other  common  top-level 
domains:  .edu,  .org,  and  .net  (this  also 
works  when  the  .com  button  doesn’t 
appear  on  the  keyboard  but  the  @  key 
does — for  instance,  when  you’re  address¬ 
ing  e-mails;  in  that  case,  you  tap  and  hold 
the  period  key  to  get  the  options). 

A  few  pieces  are  missing  from  this 
update — most  notably  the  ability  to  cut, 
copy,  and  paste  text  between  different 
applications.  And  too  few  programs 
support  horizontal  orientation,  a  sad 
omission  since  many  people  prefer  to 
type  on  the  wider  keyboard  it  provides. 

Macworld’s  Buying  Advice 

The  iPhone  2.0  software  is  full  of  the 
refinements  you’d  expect  from  a 
second-generation  Apple  product.  The 
iPhone  OS  still  isn’t  perfect,  and  we  wish 
Apple  had  addressed  some  lingering 
shortcomings,  but  it’s  a  welcome  step  up 
for  what  was  already  arguably  the  best 
mobile  platform  on  the  market. 

Support  for  third-party  applications 
and  the  ease  of  distribution  via  the  App 
Store  mean  that  many  of  those  gaps  will 
likely  be  filled — eventually.

5  Tips  for 
Better  Browsing 

Surfthe  Web  faster  and  more  efficiently  byjoekissell 


Whether  you’re  trying  to  keep 
track  of  a  zillion  tabs,  navi¬ 
gate  your  bookmarks,  or 
deal  with  a  page  that  just  won’t  load,  the 
more  you  use  your  Web  browser,  the 
more  likely  you  are  to  run  into  problems. 
But  with  the  help  of  hidden  features  and 
third-party  add-ons,  you  can  tackle  these 
troubles  and  squeeze  even  more  effi¬ 
ciency  out  of  Apple’s  Safari  3  (f  f  f  f  1; 
macworld.com/36u)  and  Mozilla’s  Firefox 
2  (Mft;  macworld.com/3406)  and  3. 

Keep  Tabs  on  Your  Tabs 

Safari’s  and  Firefox’s  tabbed  brows¬ 
ing  features  let  you  open  multiple  sites 
within  a  single  window,  thereby  reduc¬ 
ing  screen  clutter.  But  some  aspects  of 
tabbed  browsing  are  less  obvious. 

Open  Tabs  in  the  Background  Say 
you’ve  just  performed  a  Google  search. 
You  now  have  a  results  page,  which 
probably  includes  tons  of  links  you’d  like 
to  visit.  You  could  simply  click  on  a  link 
to  view  that  page  in  the  current  window, 
and  then  click  on  the  Back  button  or  the 
SnapBack  icon  in  the  Search  field  to 
return  to  the  results.  But  an  easier  way 
is  to  3£-click  on  each  link  (in  Safari  or 
Firefox),  which  opens  pages  in  new  back¬ 
ground  tabs.  You  can  continue  navigat¬ 
ing  your  search  results  in  the  foreground. 
(If  the  shortcut  doesn’t  work  in  Safari, 
go  to  Safari:  Preferences,  click  on  Tabs, 
and  select  3£-Click  Opens  A  Link  In  A 
New  Tab.) 

Restore  Tabs  Automatically  After 
hours  of  browsing,  you  often  end  up 
with  several  open  windows,  each  with 


its  own  set  of  carefully  culled  tabs. 
Murphy’s  Law  dictates  that  this  is  the 
moment  your  browser  will  crash.  But 
you  don’t  need  to  find  all  those  pages 
again  manually.  In  Firefox,  choose 
Firefox:  Preferences  and  click  on  Main; 
from  the  When  Firefox  Starts  pop-up 
menu,  choose  Show  My  Windows  And 
Tabs  From  Last  Time.  From  now  on, 
Firefox  will  keep  track  of  all  open  tabs 
and  windows,  and  restore  them  auto¬ 
matically  when  the  browser  restarts. 
(When  restarting  Firefox  after  a  crash, 
click  on  the  Restore  Session  button.) 

Although  Safari  doesn’t  have  an 
auto-restore  feature,  you  can  manually 
regain  sites  by  selecting  History:  Reopen 
All  Windows  From  Last  Session.  To 
restore  sessions  automatically,  try 


Hetima  Computer’s  free  SafariStand  3 
(macworld.com/0098).  Once  you’ve 
installed  it,  choose  Stand:  SafariStand 
Setting.  Under  General,  from  the 
Restore  Method  At  Launch  pop-up 
menu,  select  Automatically  Reopen  Last 
Session  (Safari).  Note  that  the  software 
uses  an  unofficial  method  to  alter 
Safari’s  behavior.  It  could  stop  working 
after  an  update  to  Safari  or  OS  X. 

2  Find  Previously  Viewed  Pages 

How  many  times  have  you  read 
something  on  the  Web  and  later  had  no 
idea  where  to  find  that  information 
again?  Although  browsers  keep  track  of 
your  history — a  list  of  URLs  you’ve  vis¬ 
ited  recently — this  doesn’t  offer  much 
help  if  you  don’t  know  the  name  of  the 
site  or  if  the  page  is  no  longer  in  the 
history  list.  There  are  several  ways  to 
solve  this  problem. 

Use  a  Search  Tool  If  you’re  running 
Mac  OS  X  10.5  (Leopard),  you  can  easily 
search  the  contents  of  pages  you’ve 
visited.  That’s  because  Spotlight  indexes 
everything  you  look  at  in  Safari,  except 
when  you’ve  enabled  private  browsing 
(Safari:  Private  Browsing).  Click  on  the 
Spotlight  icon  in  the  menu  bar  and 
enter  your  search  term,  and  Spotlight 
will  display  a  list  of  matches  under 
Webpages.  But  there’s  a  catch:  even 
though  Spotlight  knows  the  text  that 
was  on  the  page,  it  can’t  display  that  text 
if  the  page  no  longer  exists.  For  that, 
you’ll  need  a  more  powerful  tool,  such 
as  St.  Clair  Software’s  $20  History- 
Hound  1.9.2  (macworld.com/3674). 
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If  you  haven’t  upgraded  to  Leopard,  or 
you  don’t  use  Safari,  check  out  Google’s 
free  Google  Desktop  f  r;  macworld 

.com/2748).  Like  Spotlight,  Google  Desk¬ 
top  indexes  the  contents  of  pages  you 
visit;  also  like  Spotlight,  it  doesn’t  store 
pages,  so  you  must  go  back  to  the 
original  site  once  you’ve  discovered  a 
match.  But  unlike  Spotlight,  Google 
Desktop  supports  numerous  browsers 
(including  Firefox),  and  can  even  index 
messages  from  your  Gmail  account,  not 
to  mention  other  files  on  your  hard  disk. 

Clip  Your  Content  Although  you  can’t 
beat  the  convenience  of  programs  that 
automatically  save  and  index  your 
Web  pages,  they  can  quickly  overwhelm 
you  with  irrelevant  information.  For 
better  control,  consider  a  program  like 
Bare  Bones  Software’s  $39  Yojimbo  1.5 
(MM;  macworld.com/n86)  or  Devon 
Technologies’  $40  DevonThink  2  (www 
.devon-technologies.com).  Both  let  you 
manually  clip  and  store  Web  pages — 
or  portions  of  pages — in  searchable 
databases. 

An  even  more  promising  option  is 
Evernote  Corporation’s  free  Evernote 
(www.evernote.com),  a  service  that  lets 
you  clip  information  such  as  Web  pages, 
text  snippets,  and  images,  and  access  it 
through  software  on  your  Mac,  a  Web 
browser,  or  a  mobile  device  such  as  an 
iPhone.  The  service  indexes  all  of  the 
text  in  your  clippings  (even  text  that 


appears  in  photographs),  so  you  can 
easily  search  for  content  from  any 
device.  Shortly  before  press  time,  the 
service  had  just  announced  its  grand 
opening  after  several  months  of  private 
beta  testing. 

3  Keep  Bookmarks  in  Sync 

If  you  have  multiple  bookmark  lists 
strewn  across  different  browsers — or 
even  across  several  machines — it’s  time 
to  rein  in  the  chaos. 

Sync  Your  Bookmarks  If  you  use 
several  browsers,  each  with  its  own 
set  of  bookmarks,  try  merging  them 
with  Sheep  Systems’  $20  Bookdog  5.1 
(macworld.com/3677).  The  software 
can  display,  edit,  verify,  and  sort  book¬ 
marks  from  multiple  browsers,  as  well 
as  copy  or  merge  bookmarks  between 
two  different  browsers  (see  “Many 
Browsers,  One  Set  of  Bookmarks”).  It 
can  also  sync  with  Google  Bookmarks 
(macworld.com/3678),  so  you  can  use 
those  bookmarks  online. 

Make  Bookmarks  Universal  If  you 
prefer  to  access  bookmarks  from  one 
place,  consider  a  bookmark  manager. 
Alco  Blom’s  $25  URL  Manager  Pro  3.5 
(MM*;  macworld.com/3679)  stores 
bookmarks  in  its  own  database,  provid¬ 
ing  a  systemwide  menu  that  allows 
you  to  select  them  from  most  browsers. 
Agile  Web  Solutions’  free  AllBook- 
marks  3  (allbrowserbookmarks.com)

displays  a  menu-bar  item  containing  all

Sync  Online  In  the  past,  you  were 
able  to  use  .Mac  to  sync  Safari  book¬ 
marks  between  multiple  Macs.  But  as 
we  go  to  press,  Apple  is  transitioning 
from  .Mac  to  MobileMe.  We  haven’t 
yet  tested  how  bookmark  syncing  will 
work  on  MobileMe. 

Firefox  users  can  download  the 
Foxmarks  Bookmark  Synchronizer 
add-on  (macworld.com/3377),  which 
provides  online  syncing  capabilities — 
even  across  platforms. 

Use  Predictive  Searching 

In  Firefox  2  or  Safari,  when  you 
begin  typing  a  URL  into  the  location 
bar,  the  browser  shows  any  matching 
URLs  from  your  bookmark  list  or 
browsing  history.  This  lets  you  navigate 
to  one  of  the  suggested  links  with  the 
keyboard  or  mouse. 

Firefox  3  takes  this  autocompletion 
feature  to  a  new  level.  It  recognizes  not 
only  portions  of  URLs,  but  also  words 
from  the  titles  of  Web  pages  and  tags 
that  you’ve  added  to  your  bookmarks.  (To

Get  Selective  about  Recent  Items 

Mac  OS  X  gives  you  a  convenient  way  to  return  quickly  to  programs  and  files  you've 
recently  used.  Just  choose  Recent  Items  from  the  Apple  menu.  If  this  list 
starts  to  look  cluttered,  you  can  choose  the  Clear  Menu  option  at  the 
bottom.  But  what  if  you  want  to  selectively  remove  items  that  you 
won't  use  again— software  installers,  for  example?  In  that  case,  edit 
the  com.apple.recentitems.plist  file. 

First,  download  a  copy  of  Night  Productions’  free  Pref  Setter 
(macworld.com/3682).  As  its  name  implies,  this  utility  is  intended  for 
mucking  around  with  OS  X’s  preference  files.  Launch  Pref  Setter  and,  in  its 
Search  field,  enter  recentitems.  The  one  entry  that  will  appear  is  the  one  you 
want— com.apple.recentitems.plist.  Double-click  on  the  file  to  open  it  in  the  editor. 

In  the  editor,  you’ll  see  entries  for  Applications,  Documents,  Hosts,  and  Servers 
(among  other  things).  If  you  know  the  name  of  the  item  you’d  like  to  delete,  enter  it  in 
the  Search  field.  For  example,  if  you  want  to  remove  the  Example.doc  file,  just  enter 
Example  in  the  search  field.  Any  entries  that  don’t  contain  the  word  you  entered  will 
disappear  from  the  list;  in  this  example,  only  the  Documents  entry  will  remain. 

Click  on  the  triangle  next  to  Documents,  and  you’ll  see  a  CustomListltems  entry.  Click 
on  the  triangle  next  to  that,  and  an  Item  entry  appears.  You  can  click  on  the  triangle 
beside  it  to  confirm  that  the  name  of  this  item  is  Example.doc.  Thus  assured,  simply 
select  the  Item  entry  (Item  1,  for  example),  click  on  Pref  Setter’s  Delete  button,  and 
press  2€-S  to  save  your  changes.  When  you  log  out  and  back  in,  the  recent  items  you 
deleted  will  begone.— Christopher  breen 


append  tags  to  bookmarks,  choose 
Bookmarks:  Bookmark  This  Page,  or 
double-click  on  the  blue  star  at  the  right 
side  of  the  location  bar.  Enter  keywords 
in  the  Tags  field.)  You  can  also  type 
search  terms  directly  into  the  location 
bar.  Firefox  performs  a  Google  search 
and  either  brings  up  a  results  page  or 
takes  you  straight  to  the  top  Web  page 
when  it  finds  a  clear  match. 

Although  Safari  lacks  these  sophisti¬ 
cated  autocompletion  features,  you 
can  enhance  its  search  field  using  David 
Watanabe’s  free  Inquisitor  3  add-on 
(macworld.com/3681).  Inquisitor  pro¬ 
vides  intelligent  autocompletion — for 
example,  type  macw  and  it  suggests 
macworld  as  a  match.  Enter  lord 
of  and  Inquisitor  suggests,  among 
other  matches,  lord  of  the  rings  online. 
Inquisitor  also  displays  pages  that 
would  appear  in  a  search  for  those 
terms  (see  “Quick  Safari  Searches”). 
Type  diskw,  for  instance,  and  you’ll 
see  a  list  of  sites  about  Alsoft’s  Disk- 
Warrior  utility.  Use  the  arrow  keys  to 
jump  directly  to  the  result  you  want — 
all  without  having  to  display  a  page  of 
Google  search  results. 

5  Improve  Site  Support 

Once  in  a  while,  you  might 
encounter  a  site  that  refuses  to  display 
properly  or  that  generates  an  error 
message  telling  you  your  browser’s  not 
supported.  However,  you  can  some¬ 
times  outsmart  such  sites  by  switching 


the  user  agent  setting,  a  trick  that  lets 
one  browser  masquerade  as  another. 
For  instance,  a  site  that  doesn’t  work  in 
Safari  might  work  if  you  change  the 
setting  to  Firefox. 

In  Safari  3.1.1,  you  must  first  enable 
the  normally  hidden  Develop  menu. 
Choose  Safari:  Preferences,  click  on 
Advanced,  and  select  the  Show  Develop 
Menu  In  Menu  Bar  option.  If  you 


encounter  an  unsupported  site,  select 
Develop:  User  Agent,  and  choose  one 
of  the  browsers  listed  (see  “Pose  as 
Another  Browser”).  Then,  in  the  same 
tab,  reenter  the  URL  you  originally 
tried  to  visit.  If  you  use  Firefox,  down¬ 
load  the  free  User  Agent  Switcher  add¬ 
on  (macworld.com/3378).  This  appends 
the  User  Agent  Switcher  submenu  to 
the  Tools  menu;  from  here  you  can 
select  a  different  browser. 

Unfortunately,  this  trick  doesn’t 
always  work,  since  some  sites  rely  on 
features  built  into  Windows,  such  as 
ActiveX  controls  or  a  PC-only  plug-in. 
The  only  way  to  view  these  sites  is  by 
running  Windows  through  Boot  Camp 
or  in  a  virtualization  program  such  as 
Parallels’  $80  Parallels  Desktop  3  for 
Mac  (MM;  macworld.com/2930)  or 
VMware’s  S80  VMware  Fusion  1.1.2 
(MM;  macworld.com/3116).  Q

any  fleeting  sounds  that  play 
on  your  Mac  are  worth 
preserving.  Content  stream¬ 
ing  over  the  Internet — be  it  Internet 
radio,  online  videos,  an  iChat  phone  call, 
or  even  the  audio  coming  from  a  concert 
DVD  you’re  watching — can  have  lasting 
value,  but  such  content  is  not  always 
easy  to  capture.  Maybe  you’re  making  a 
podcast  and  would  like  to  include  a 
Skype  interview  (recorded  with  permis¬ 
sion,  of  course),  or  you  want  to  take 
content  from  your  favorite  streaming 
radio  station  to  carry  with  you  on  your 
iPod.  With  the  help  of  the  right  software, 
you  can  record  and  edit  audio  files  and 
add  them  to  iTunes  for  future  use. 
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Fission  You  can  trim,  fade,  split,  and  normalize  recordings  in  Fission  to  make  them  sound  better. 


Capture  Bits  and  Bytes 

First,  you’ll  need  software  to  record  audio. 
Two  excellent  Mac  programs  can  do  this: 
Rogue  Amoeba  Software’s  $32  Audio 
Hijack  Pro  2.8.1  (www.rogueamoeba.com) 
and  Ambrosia  Software’s  $69  WireTap 
Studio  1.0.6  (version  1.0.1,  f  f  f  f  i; 
macworld.com/3236).  Both  allow  you  to 
capture  audio  coming  from  any  pro¬ 
gram — while  excluding  sound  from  other 
applications  or  from  the  system — and 
save  it  in  the  format  you  want.  WireTap 
Studio  costs  more  than  twice  as  much  as 
Audio  Hijack  Pro,  but  it  comes  with 
powerful  audio-editing  tools;  Audio 
Hijack  Pro  requires  a  separate  editing 
tool,  such  as  Rogue  Amoeba  Software’s 
Fission  (discussed  later). 

When  recording  any  online  audio,  you 
should  consider  copyright  restrictions. 
While  recording  and  saving  audio  such 
as  that  from  radio  programs  may  be 
legal  according  to  the  U.S.  Copyright 
Act’s  “fair  use”  doctrine,  you  may  not 
have  the  right  to  save — and  especially  to 


share  with  others — certain  recordings, 
such  as  a  single  from  a  band’s  Web  site, 
for  example. 

Audio  Hijack  Pro  and  WireTap  Studio 
work  in  similar  ways.  You  choose  a  source 
(a  specific  application,  or  an  audio  device 
such  as  a  microphone)  and  a  format 
(anything  from  low-bit-rate  MP3  to 
uncompressed  AIFF  or  WAV).  To  save 
drive  space,  don’t  record  at  a  higher  quality 
level  than  the  original;  in  most  cases, 
streaming  audio  doesn’t  exceed  128  Kbps, 
so  you  needn’t  record  larger  files  (unless 
you’re  recording  music  from  a  DVD). 

The  two  programs  work  a  bit  differ¬ 
ently  when  you  initiate  a  recording, 
though.  WireTap  Studio  simply  has  a 
Record  button.  With  Audio  Hijack  Pro, 
you  click  on  a  Hijack  button  and  then  tell 
the  software  to  begin  recording.  (To  use 
this  method  with  Audio  Hijack  Pro, 
however,  you  must  install  a  helper  tool; 
otherwise,  you’ll  need  to  quit  and 
relaunch  the  source  application  when 
you  “hijack”  a  recording  from  it.)  Both 


programs  let  you  choose  when  to  start  a 
new  file — after  so  many  minutes,  hours, 
megabytes,  or  gigabytes — and  let  you  set 
the  length  of  the  recording  time,  though 
these  options  are  easier  to  set  up  with 
Audio  Hijack  Pro.  WireTap  Studio  offers 
both  quick  recording  (where  you  start 
and  stop  manually)  and  a  Recording 
Sessions  window  (where  you  can  preset 
a  schedule,  and  even  have  your  Mac 
wake  up  to  record  something). 

When  recording  with  either  of  these 
programs,  you  can  select  a  single 
application  from  which  to  record.  You  can 
record  audio  from,  say,  Safari,  iTunes,  or 
even  DVD  Player  (if  you  want  to  record 
music  from  a  DVD  you  own)  while  you 
keep  working  on  your  Mac.  However, 
bear  in  mind  that  both  programs  record 
all  audio  from  the  selected  application. 

So  if  you  are  recording  a  stream  from  a 
Web  site,  audio  from  other  Web  sites 
you  browse  to  will  be  recorded  as  well. 

A  helpful  tip:  if  you’re  planning  on 
recording  something  long  from  a  Web 
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site,  use  two  different  browsers  (for 
example,  use  Firefox  for  recording  and 
Safari  for  browsing  other  sites  during  the 
recording  session). 

Once  you’ve  finished  recording,  you 
need  to  decide  what  to  do  with  your 
audio  file.  Audio  Hijack  Pro  stashes  files 
in  a  location  you  select  and  keeps 
pointers  to  those  files  in  the  program’s 
Recording  Bin,  a  kind  of  library;  it  can 
also  add  files  automatically  to  iTunes  or 
an  iPod.  WireTap  Studio  displays 
recordings  in  a  Library  window  (the 
actual  files  are  stored  in  a  WireTap 
Studio  Library  file  in  your  Documents 
folder).  You  can  click  on  preset  buttons 
to  export  files  to  many  locations:  a  local 
folder,  a  network  server,  an  iDisk,  an 
iPod,  iTunes,  and  more. 

All  About  Radio 

Thousands  of  radio  stations  from 
around  the  world  stream  content  over 
the  Internet,  providing  millions  of  hours 
of  programming  each  year.  You  now 
know  how  to  capture  and  record  any 
streaming  media;  but  if  you  regularly 
listen  to  Internet  radio,  you  may  want  to 
look  at  solutions  designed  for  scheduled 
recording.  Ideally,  you  want  not  only  to 
record,  but  to  record  at  the  right  time 
to  catch  your  favorite  programs. 

Do  you  want  to  capture  your  favorite 
team’s  game  on  the  radio?  Or  make  sure 
you  don’t  miss  an  interview  with  a  band 
you  like?  Or  record  a  live  concert  from  a 
classical  music  station?  Rogue  Amoeba’s 
$32  Radioshift  lets  you  find  the  stations 
you  want  and  then  listen  to  them  with  a 
single  click.  The  program’s  radio  guide 


lists  some  50,000  radio  stations  by 
genre  and  location;  you  can  save  your 
favorites  for  quick  access.  (That’s  about 
25  times  as  many  stations  as  iTunes 
offers;  and  while  most  of  iTunes’  stations 
are  online  only,  Radioshift  includes  thou¬ 
sands  of  AM  and  FM  stations  that  also 
stream  on  the  Web.) 

You  can  also  record  these  radio  stations 
by  subscribing  to  them,  and  then  setting 


dates,  times,  and  durations  for  your 
recordings.  Radioshift  keeps  a  library  of 
recordings  that  you  can  listen  to  when 
you  want  to,  edit  (with  an  additional  tool), 
or  export  to  iTunes  to  transfer  to  your 
iPod.  Radioshift  can  even  wake  up  or  turn 
on  your  Mac  to  record  your  subscriptions. 
You  can  set  up  schedules  for  as  many 
programs  and  stations  as  you  want;  as 
long  as  you  don’t  try  to  record  from  two 
stations  at  the  same  time,  everything 
should  go  smoothly. 

Edit  Your  Recordings 

While  you  can  use  these  recordings  as 
they  are,  it’s  much  more  useful  to  be 
able  to  edit  them,  especially  if  you  want 
to  keep  some  of  them.  For  instance,  you 
might  want  to  crop  your  files  to  remove 
excess  audio,  split  them  into  multiple 
files,  or  export  them  to  a  different 
format.  WireTap  Studio  includes  a 
powerful  editing  tool,  and  Rogue 
Amoeba  also  sells  the  $32  Fission, 


though  a  bundle  of  Fission  and  Audio 
Hijack  Pro  is  only  $50.  Both  of  these 
tools  offer  comprehensive  editing 
features,  and  make  simple  editing  a  task 
that  anyone  can  do.  (The  open-source 
Audacity  [audacity.sourceforge.net]  is  a 
free  option,  but  it’s  a  bit  more  complex.) 

Editing  with  these  tools  is  visual; 
opening  a  file  reveals  the  content  as  a 
waveform.  In  some  cases,  you  can  spot 


places  where  programs  begin  and  end  by 
noting  a  bit  of  silence  at  those  points  in 
the  waveform.  Otherwise,  you’ll  need  to 
spend  a  little  longer  figuring  it  out.  You 
can  play  back  the  audio  in  Fission, 
Audacity,  or  WireTap  Studio’s  editing 
tool,  and  then  choose  an  area  to  trim, 
crop,  or  split.  All  three  programs  let  you 
save  the  edited  files  in  their  current 
format,  or  export  them  to  a  variety  of 
formats.  Because  Audacity  has  to  uncom¬ 
press  an  entire  program  for  you  to  work 
on  it — something  that  can  take  a  few 
minutes  and  may  lead  to  a  deterioration 
of  sound  quality — WireTap  Studio  and 
Fission  are  easier  to  use,  as  they  work 
with  many  audio  formats  natively, 
including  AAC,  MP3,  AIFF,  and  WAV. 

Organize  Files 

As  with  any  files  you  add  to  iTunes,  you 
must  tag  them  properly  to  find  them  in 
the  future.  Start  by  adding  a  name,  an 
artist,  and  perhaps  an  album  name 
(which  for  radio  shows  could  be  the  name 
of  the  program),  and  then  add  any  other 
tags  that  will  help  you  sort  these  files.  To 
understand  some  of  the  more  complex 
tags,  read  “iTunes  Tags  Demystified” 
(macworld.com/3501).  Files  you  record  in 
formats  that  iTunes  accepts — such  as 
AAC  or  M  P3 — will  work  fine  in  iTunes 
and  on  your  iPod,  so  you  can  listen  to 
those  recordings  anywhere.

Choose  the  Right  Guitar 

The  right  instrument  makes  for  better  Mac  recordings  by  jim  dalrymple 


ecause  I  record  all  of  my 
music  on  the  Mac,  I  tend 
to  focus  most  of  my  atten¬ 
tion  on  software  designed  for  that 
purpose.  However,  there  are  other 
important  factors  to  consider  from 
the  outset — one  of  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  is  choosing  the  right  guitar 
for  the  job. 

What  to  Look  For 

You  can  get  away  with  a  lot 
playing  live,  but  when  it 
comes  to  recording,  you’re 
looking  for  a  tone  as  close  to 
perfect  as  you  can  get.  Like 
most  guitar  players,  I  fiddle 
around  with  my  tone 
endlessly,  always  trying  to 
get  that  perfect  sound.  I 
do  use  some  effects — not 
as  a  way  to  shape  the 
sound  that  I  want,  but  as  a 
way  to  enhance  the  sound  I 
already  have.  That’s  where  choosing  the 
right  guitar  comes  into  play. 

Far  too  often,  I  see  guitar  players  load 
effects  onto  their  guitars  in  an  attempt  to 
boost  the  signal,  but  instead  they  end  up 
muddying  the  tone.  Again,  in  a  live 
situation  that  may  work,  but  it’s  a 
disaster  when  trying  to  record. 

Approach  your  buying  experience 
knowing  what  you  want  to  do  with  your 
instrument.  Do  you  want  to  record?  Play 
live?  Just  have  fun  and  play  many  dif¬ 
ferent  styles  of  music?  Your  decision  will 
have  an  impact  on  what  type  of  guitar 
you  end  up  buying.  For  example,  if 
you’re  a  blues  player,  a  high-gain,  active 
pickup,  heavy-metal-focused  guitar 
probably  won’t  be  the  best  choice  for 
your  type  of  music.  Likewise,  you  won’t 


want  a  passive  pickup  jazz  guitar  if 
you’re  a  heavy-metal  player.  If  you 
get  the  right  guitar  for  your  type  of 
music,  you’ll  rely  less  on  experiment¬ 
ing  with  effects  to  get  the  killer  tone 
you’re  looking  for. 

Currently  I  have  11  guitars  that  I  use 
for  playing  and  recording  music.  From 
a  Taylor  acoustic  to  a  23-year-old  Fender 
Squire  Strat,  I  can  get  the  right  tone  for 
almost  any  genre  I  want  to  play. 

Of  course,  you’re  not 
going  to  go  out  and  buy 
that  many  guitars  all  at 
once — my  collection  has 
accumulated  over  20  years. 
For  example,  when  I  started 
recording  a  new  album 
this  past  year,  I  picked 
up  three  new  guitars — 
each  selected  for  the 
specific  tone  it  brought 
to  the  songs.  Here’s  a 
look  at  what  each  offers 
the  recordings. 

Taylor  GS6i6ce 

There  are  so  many  choices  when  you’re 
looking  for  an  acoustic  guitar.  I  chose 
Taylor’s  $3,948  GS6i6ce  acoustic/electric 
cutaway  model  (www.taylorguitars.com). 
Made  from  big-leaf  maple  and  Sitka 
spruce,  it’s  such  an  unbelievably 
great-sounding  guitar  that  just  playing  it 
will  inspire  you  to  write  songs. 

I  like  cutaway  models  for  playing  the 
lower  frets  during  an  acoustic  solo.  I 
also  decided  to  go  with  the  combined 
acoustic/electric  because  I  would  be 
using  it  to  play  live  in  addition  to 
recording  with  it. 

I’ve  tried  recording  with  the  616 
plugged  directly  into  my  Mac  audio 


interface  and  with  a  microphone — both 
produced  great  results.  I’ve  written  two 
acoustic  songs  for  the  album  so  far,  and 
I’m  very  pleased  with  the  results. 


Taylor  SolidBody 
Standard 

On  the  electric  front,  I  picked 
up  two  guitars.  One  of  them 
is  Taylor’s  $2,398  SolidBody 
Standard  (www.taylorelectric 
guitars.com).  I  first  saw  the 
Taylor  SolidBody  at  the 
NAMM  trade  show  in  January 
2008  and  was  intrigued — 
Taylor  is  known  as  an  acoustic 
guitar  company. 

After  playing  one  in  a  room 
off  the  show  floor,  I  was  very 
impressed  with  how  it  felt  in 
my  hands  and  with  the  ease 
of  the  fretboard.  It’s  also 
impressive  that  Taylor 
designed  its  own  pickups  and 
bridge,  as  well  as 
including  technology 
in  the  neck  and

Vox  AmPlugs 

Plugging  in  your  guitar  and  cranking  up  the 
amp  isn’t  always  an  option — you  might  be 
an  apartment  dweller  who  has  respect  for 
your  neighbors,  or  a  parent  with  kids  who 
are  fast  asleep.  Vox  has  come  up  with  a 
solution  with  its  three  amPlugs  models 
(www.voxamps.co.uk;  available  online  for  $40 
each)— AC30,  Classic  Rock,  and  Metal. 

Each  model  has  a  different  sound,  but  all  three 
operate  in  the  same  way.  The  amPlug  connects 
directly  to  your  guitar’s  V4-inch  output.  You  then  connect  a  set  of  headphones  to  the 
device’s  headphone  port,  turn  up  the  volume,  and  start  playing.  There  are  three 
controls  on  the  amPlug— Volume,  Tone,  and  Gain — that  let  you  control  the  overall 
sound  of  the  guitar. 

One  of  the  great  features  of  the  amPlug  is  that  it  has  an  auxiliary  port  so  you  can  plug 
in  an  iPod  and  play  along  with  your  favorite  songs.  The  controls  on  the  amPlug  do  not 
affect  the  music  coming  from  the  iPod,  so  you  can  easily  set  the  volume  of  both  devices 
to  hear  more  guitar  or  more  music,  whichever  suits  your  tastes. 

I  was  pleasantly  surprised  at  how  good  the  sound  was  coming  from  the  amPlugs.  For 
such  a  small  device,  Vox  did  a  great  job  of  replicating  the  tones  the  amPlugs  are  meant  to 
emulate.  And  with  15  hours  of  power  provided  by  two  AAA  batteries, you  can  rock  out 
quietly  until  the  break  of  dawn.

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Make  Captivating 
Charts  and  Graphs 

Simple  ways  to  create  engaginggraphics  that  tell  a  story  by terri  stone 


If  you’ve  ever  sat  through  a  Power¬ 
Point  presentation  or  read  a  quarterly 
report,  you’ve  probably  been  bored  by 
a  chart  or  graph.  Chances  are,  it  was 
blue,  red,  and  yellow  on  a  gray,  lined 
background.  Maybe  someone  even  threw 
in  a  3-D  effect  to  make  it  “pop.”  You  may 
even  be  guilty  of  creating  a  few  of  these 
lackluster  graphics  yourself. 

Most  people  could  stand  to  improve 
their  informational  graphic,  or  info- 
graphic,  design  skills.  An  infographic  is  a 
combination  of  words,  numbers,  and 
pictures  that  tells  a  story  quickly  and 
clearly — pie  charts,  bar  charts,  and  line 
graphs  are  all  examples.  And  despite  the 
word  graphics,  you  don’t  need  specialized 
programs,  an  art  degree,  or  the  fancy 
effects  in  office  software  to  produce 
engaging  infographics.  Instead,  follow 
these  few  design  rules  from  top  experts  to 
produce  effective  infographics  no  matter 
which  application  you  choose  to  work  in. 

Understand  the  Information 

The  best  charts  and  graphs  tell  stories  of 
growth,  reduction,  contrast,  time,  or 
value  in  a  straightforward,  concise  way. 
According  to  Michael  Murphy,  the 
creative  director  of  Inbound  Logistics 
magazine,  the  designer’s  job  when 
creating  an  infographic  is  to  figure  out 
the  main  narrative  and  find  the  infor¬ 
mation’s  hidden  drama. 

To  do  that,  you  first  have  to  under¬ 
stand  the  data’s  implications.  Then  you 
have  to  look  at  the  data  through  the  eyes 
of  your  target  audience.  Ask  yourself,  are 
you  giving  them  the  most  important 
facts?  And  are  you  speaking  their 
language?  Avoid  jargon  unless  you’re 
sure  the  terms  mean  the  same  thing  to 
everyone  in  your  audience.

Chart  School  The  beach  ball  sales  chart  on  the  left  is  overwhelmed  by  too  many  fonts  and  text  sizes, 
an  overuse  of  graphics,  distracting  3-D  effects,  poor  color  choices,  and  a  cluttered  background.  The 
chart  on  the  right  fixes  those  flaws  to  make  the  information  easier  to  understand.  The  sole  font  is  sans 
serif  (Myriad)  and  is  used  in  only  three  sizes.  The  most  important  information  appears  at  the  top  left  of 
the  chart.  The  bar  colors  are  different  shades  of  warm  oranges  and  reds  that  get  more  intense  as  the 
temperature  gets  higher.  Finally,  the  background  is  free  of  lines,  and  the  chart  isn’t  boxed  in  with  a  frame. 


Choose  the  Right  Delivery  Method 

One  of  the  most  important  decisions 
you’ll  make  when  creating  an  info¬ 
graphic  is  the  type  of  chart  or  graph  to 
use.  In  general,  bar  charts  are  best  for 
comparing  amounts  or  showing  trends 
over  time.  Diagrams  or  flowcharts  are 
better  when  you’re  illustrating  processes 
or  relationships. 

Next,  let  the  numbers  help  you  choose 
the  type  of  infographic  that’s  most  appro¬ 
priate.  For  example,  use  a  bar  chart  only 
when  the  numbers  you’re  comparing  are 
dissimilar — a  row  of  roughly  equal  bars 
doesn’t  make  much  of  an  impression. 
Use  pie  charts  only  when  percentages 
equal  100  percent. 

Then  sketch  something  out  on  paper 
to  ensure  that  your  ideas,  not  the 
software,  will  guide  your  infographic. 


Karl  Gude,  the  head  of  Michigan  State 
University’s  infographics  program, 
suggests  that  you  not  think  about  the 
structure  in  terms  of  what  looks  pretty, 
but  rather  think  about  what’s  logical. 

Only  after  you’ve  refined  your  paper 
sketches  should  you  play  around  with 
the  chart  and  graph  templates  in 
programs  such  as  Adobe  Illustrator 
(MM*;  macworld.com/2760),  Apple 
Numbers  (MM;  macworid.com/3042), 
Microsoft  Excel  (M*  macworld.com/ 
3347),  or  Red  Rock  Software’s  Delta- 
Graph  (fff  f;  macworld.com/3729). 

Emphasize  What’s  Important 

Four  things  can  help  you  highlight  your 
infographic’s  most  important  data  and 
convey  information  quickly:  layout,  size, 
font,  and  color. 
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Layout  Because  most  people  look  first 
at  a  page’s  top  left,  that’s  a  natural  place 
to  set  the  stage  for  the  rest  of  your  chart 
or  graph,  with  a  headline  or  introductory 
text.  It  may  also  be  a  good  location  for 
an  important  image  you  want  viewers  to 
notice  before  other  elements.  As  you 
might  expect,  the  lower  right-hand  cor¬ 
ner  is  a  bad  spot  for  must-see  details. 

Successful  infographics  tend  to  be 
wider  than  they  are  tall,  but  don’t  force 
information  into  a  horizontal  form  if  it’s 
easier  to  understand  in  another  shape. 

Size  In  general,  the  least  important 
information  should  be  the  smallest,  but 
don’t  use  too  many  text  sizes,  or  your 
viewers  will  get  confused.  For  example, 
you  could  stick  to  three  text  sizes:  the 
headline  would  be  the  largest;  any  intro¬ 
ductory  text,  a  little  smaller;  and  the  chart 
text,  the  smallest. 

Font  Limit  yourself  to  one  or  two  type 
families  to  keep  text  easy  to  read.  Sans  serif 
typefaces  (those  without  detail  at  the  ends 
of  strokes)  are  good  for  most  infographics, 
because  they  tend  to  have  larger,  cleaner 
lines  than  serif  fonts.  Helvetica,  Gill  Sans, 
and  Trebuchet  MS  are  sans  serif  fonts  that 
ship  with  OS  X.  Other  choices  are  Franklin 
Gothic,  Myriad,  and  Stone  Sans. 

Many  of  these  font  families  contain 
variations;  so,  for  example,  you  can  use 
Myriad  for  your  text  and  then  use  Myriad 
Bold  to  add  oomph  to  a  headline. 


Color  Color  can  do  wonders  to  help 
important  information  stand  out — but 
only  if  it’s  used  sparingly.  For  example,  to 
make  sure  she’s  using  color  in  the  most 
effective  way,  Heather  Jones,  the  deputy 
art  director  at  Best  Life  magazine,  starts  in 
black  and  white.  Once  she’s  sure  her  data 
is  clearly  communicated,  she  then  adds 
color  in  moderation  to  further  differenti¬ 
ate  parts  of  the  infographic. 

Avoid  bold  primary  colors,  as  they  can 
make  it  difficult  to  create  emphasis  with 
color.  (Also,  keep  color-blind  viewers  in 
mind;  many  can’t  distinguish  between 
green  and  red.)  Try  adopting  a  relatively 
muted  palette  (such  as  earthy  greens  and 
yellows)  or  pick  one  color  and  use  darker 
and  lighter  tints  of  it. 

You  should  also  consider  all  the  ways 
that  the  chart  or  graph  may  be  distrib¬ 
uted.  If  there’s  a  chance  that,  say,  it  will 
be  printed  on  black-and-white  printers, 
you’re  safer  using  only  black,  white,  and 
shades  of  gray. 

Common  Mistakes  to  Avoid 

Once  you  have  a  solid  draft  of  your 
infographic,  step  back  and  eye  it 
critically.  Your  goal  is  to  determine 
whether  you’ve  made  any  of  the 
following  mistakes: 

No  Focal  Point  If  bars,  pie  slices,  or 
lines  in  your  graphic  are  similar  sizes 
and  colors,  then  there’s  nothing  to  catch 


the  viewer’s  eye.  Say  you’re  showing  that 
more  beach  balls  are  sold  on  hot  days, 
and  the  bar  for  each  day  in  your  graphic 
is  gray.  Change  the  bar  representing  the 
hottest  day  to  red,  and  it  instantly 
becomes  the  focal  point. 

Inconsistency  Similar  elements 
should  look  the  same,  in  color,  size, 
placement,  and  typeface.  If  the  info- 
graphic’s  visual  cues  are  inconsistent, 
you  risk  confusing  viewers. 

Likewise,  charts  that  are  on  the  same 
page  and  use  the  same  scale  should  be 
the  same  size.  For  instance,  if  you’re 
creating  a  chart  that  relates  high 
temperatures  to  sales  of  sunblock,  and 
it’ll  appear  on  the  same  page  as  the 
beach-ball  chart,  the  sizes  of  the  overall 
charts  and  the  elements  within  them 
should  be  consistent.  That  way,  viewers 
can  easily  compare  the  information. 

Too  Much  Stuff  Get  rid  of  any  non- 
essential  information  that  competes  with 
critical  information.  For  example,  you 
may  be  using  a  grid  to  plot  the  heights  of 
bars  in  a  chart,  but  that  doesn’t  mean 
you  need  to  show  each  grid  line.  And 
if  that  chart  is  showing  growth  over 
time,  emphasize  the  starting  point  and 
finishing  point  by  removing  the  num¬ 
bers  above  each  in-between  bar.  Edit¬ 
ing  out  chart  junk  like  this  strengthens 
your  message. 

Borders  Many  people  have  an  almost 
overwhelming  urge  to  box  in  their  data. 
Fight  it,  especially  if  your  infographic 
also  has  details  like  axis  lines,  tick  marks, 
grid  lines,  and  text. 

Empty  Effects  Have  you  noticed  that 
these  rules  for  effective  infographic 
design  do  not  encourage  you  to  use  3-D 
effects,  elaborate  shading,  reflections,  or 
textures?  That’s  because  you  want  people 
to  focus  on  the  information,  not  on 
meaningless  bells  and  whistles. 

An  infographic  has  to  work  on  a  flat 
level  first.  Although  dimensional 
graphics,  perspective  distortions,  and 
fancy  effects  are  popular  now,  they’re 
usually  just  chart  junk.  If  you  must  use 
them,  do  so  sparingly.  O

With  the  MacBook  Pro,  Apple 

discarded  the  old  PC  Card  slot 
in  favor  of  ExpressCard/34, 
a  more  compact  expansion  slot  that  offers 
greater  transfer  speeds  and  an  increasing 
array  of  uses.  The  ExpressCard  format 
has  a  couple  of  advantages  over  the  old 
PC  Card  format. 

First,  it’s  narrower:  ExpressCard/34 
cards  are  34mm  wide,  compared  with 
the  54mm  PC  Cards.  (ExpressCard/54 
cards  do  exist,  but  they  don’t  fit  in  the 
MacBook  Pro.)  ExpressCards  also 
require  less  power — 1.5  volts,  compared 
with  3.3  volts  for  the  PC  Card. 

But  their  biggest  advantage  is  speed. 
An  ExpressCard  passes  data  to  the 
system  at  up  to  2.5  Gbps;  PC  Cards 
supported  speeds  of  only  1.06  Gbps.

It’s  by  no  means  encyclo¬ 
pedic,  but  it  should  give  you  an  idea  of 
how  you  can  expand  your  laptop’s  powers. 

Storage 

After  using  (and  frequently  leaving 
behind)  USB  memory  card  readers  and 
cables  to  transfer  digital  photos  from  my 
camera’s  Secure  Digital  memory  cards 
to  my  Mac,  I  now  use  an  ExpressCard 
reader.  Devices  such  as  the  SIIG  Express- 
Card  11-in-i  Reader/Writer  (www.siig.com) 
can  read  and  write  to  plenty  of  card  for¬ 
mats,  such  as  SD  or  Sony  Memory  Stick. 

They’re  a  bit  faster  than  the  Mac’s 
USB  2.0  port;  in  my  testing,  1.2GB  of 
digital  photos  transferred  about  26 
seconds  faster  via  the  ExpressCard 
(1  minute  and  23  seconds)  than  over  a 
USB  cable  connected  directly  to  the 


camera  (a  Nikon  D80)  equipped  with 
USB  2.0  (1  minute  and  49  seconds). 

ExpressCards  generally  also  sit  flush 
with  the  MacBook  Pro’s  case,  so  you 
can  leave  them  in  the  slot  all  the  time, 
rather  than  popping  them  in  and  out. 
(The  exception:  ExpressCards  that  read 
CompactFlash  memory.) 

Be  sure  to  pay  attention  to  the  cards’ 
specs  as  you  shop.  Many  models  can’t 
read  SDHC  (Secure  Digital  High 
Capacity)  cards  with  capacities  greater 
than  4GB. 

ExpressCards  can  also  provide  some¬ 
thing  that  isn’t  otherwise  available  on  a 
Mac  laptop:  a  way  to  connect  external 
hard  drives  that  support  the  faster  eSATA 
(external  Serial  ATA)  interface. 

With  a  maximum  throughput  of  2.5 
Gbps,  an  ExpressCard  comes  close  to 
keeping  up  with  eSATA’s  3-Gbps  capacity.

You 
can  also  get  ExpressCards  that  have  solid- 
state  storage  of  their  own,  such  as  the 
Delkin  ExpressCard  34  Solid  State  Drive 
16GB  (www.delkin.com). 

Connectivity 

A  MacBook  Pro  includes  a  limited  num¬ 
ber  of  USB  and  FireWire  ports.  You  can 
add  more  cable  connections  via  the 
ExpressCard  slot.  Its  high  capacity  pro¬ 
vides  plenty  of  bandwidth  to  handle  mul¬ 
tiple  FireWire  800,  FireWire  400,  and 
USB  2.0  ports,  or  combinations  of  those. 

Using  an  ExpressCard  to  multiply  your 
ports  means  that  you  can  leave  other  hard¬ 
ware  at  home:  these  cards  can  replace  a 
dedicated  USB  hub,  so  that’s  one  less  thing 
to  pack  in  your  laptop  bag.  You  can  also 
forget  your  hub’s  AC  power  brick.  Because 
an  ExpressCard  with  multiple  USB  ports 
lets  you  charge  your  phone  (with  the 
appropriate  cable),  iPod,  and  other  items, 
you  can  leave  their  respective  power  bricks 
at  home,  too.  And  you  won’t  pay  a  per¬ 
formance  penalty:  in  my  testing,  I  found 
no  significant  speed  difference  between 
copying  large  files  via  ExpressCard  versus 
the  MacBook  Pro’s  built-in  ports. 

One  of  the  more  interesting  uses  of  the 
ExpressCard  slot  is  to  connect  multiple 
monitors.  You  can  already  connect  one 
external  display  to  the  laptop’s  DVI  port. 
But  Village  Tronic’s  ViDock  Gfx  (www 
.villagetronic.com)  lets  you  connect  up  to 


three  displays — four,  if  you  count  the 
MacBook  Pro’s  own  screen.  The  ViDock  is 
a  separate  box  with  two  DVI-I  ports  for 
connecting  the  displays  and  adapters;  it 
can  also  output  HDMI  with  an  adapter 
(not  included).  The  ViDock  has  256MB  of 
video  memory  that  can  drive  screens  at  up 
to  2, 560-by-i, 600-pixel  resolution,  and 
there  are  no  drivers  or  software  to  install. 

(The  ViDock  Gfx  initially  was  incom¬ 
patible  with  first-  and  third- generation 
MacBook  Pros;  Village  Tronic  is  work¬ 
ing  on  the  issue  with  Apple.)  Also,  be 
warned:  Its  fan  is  pretty  darned  loud. 

And  Much  More 

This  list  barely  begins  to  cover  the  range 
of  ExpressCards  available  for  the  Mac¬ 
Book  Pro. 

For  example,  as  we  noted  in  our 
recent  story  about  cellular  data 
networks  (“The  Portable  Office,” 
macworld.com/3704),  you  can  get  3G 
modems  in  ExpressCard  format. 


Then  there  are  miscellaneous  cards 
such  as  the  SiK  Rex,  a  remote  control  that 
stores  handily  in  the  ExpressCard  slot  (it 
doesn’t  actually  connect  to  the  Express- 
Card  circuitry);  Bluetooth  VoIP  phones; 
and  even  serial  and  parallel  port  adapters. 
The  PCMCIA  (Personal  Computer 
Memory  Card  International  Association, 
www.expresscard.org)  offers  a  lengthy  list. 

If  you  own  a  MacBook  Pro,  you 
probably  chose  it  because  it  offers  more 
than  the  MacBook — a  larger  screen, 
better  video  memory,  and  FireWire 
800.  Its  ExpressCard/34  slot  lets  you 
add  even  more  capabilities.  63

Sometimes,  Mac  technologies  just 
work.  But  then  sometimes,  they 
don’t.  In  that  spirit,  we  offer  the 
following  three  tips  for  taking  greater 
control  of  Time  Machine  backups, 
program  preferences,  and  RSS  feeds. 

Manage  Time  Machine 

For  most  Leopard  users,  Time  Machine 
simply  works:  switch  it  on  and  it  will 
back  up  your  hard  disk  every  hour.  But 
you  can,  if  you  wish,  take  a  more 
proactive  approach. 

For  example,  you  can  make  sure 
you’ve  backed  up  only  the  latest  version 
of  a  file.  To  do  so,  first  prune  its  old 
backups:  in  the  Time  Machine  interface, 
select  the  item,  and  choose  Delete  All 
Backups  Of  from  the  Action  menu 
(denoted  with  a  gear  icon).  Then  select 
the  Time  Machine  icon  in  the  menu  bar 
and  choose  Back  Up  Now.  You  can  also 
prune  a  single  snapshot:  navigate  to  the 
desired  time  and  date  and  then  choose 
Delete  Backup. 

If  you  want  to  find  out  if  you’ve  got 
unnecessary  backups  of  a  file,  Time 
Machine  Perspective  (macworld.com/ 

3715) — a  hacked  version  of  the  utility 
Grand  Perspective — can  help.  This  version 
makes  it  easier  to  spot  large  files  that 
change  more  often  than  your  backup 
schedule  can  handle  (such  as  mailbox 
databases;  this  is  particularly  helpful  if 
you  also  prune  snapshots). 

Finally,  if  you  want  some  really  powerful 
Time  Machine  backup  management,  try 
the  command-line  tool  tms  (macworld 
.com/3717).  How  many  different  versions  of 
artsyPhotos.ivc  have  I  backed  up?  The  tms 
log  command  tells  me.  Other  useful 
options  are  tms  snapshots,  which  lists 
all  your  snapshots;  tms  snaplog,  which 


reveals  extensive  information  logged  while 
making  a  snapshot;  and  my  favorite,  tms 
delta,  which  tells  you  what  files  in  a 
snapshot  differ  from  those  in  the  previous 
snapshot  (and  therefore  occupy  actual 
backup  space).— MATT NEUBURG 

Explore  Defaults 

Much  of  the  time,  you  can  use  a 
program’s  Preferences  dialog  box  to 
change  its  settings.  But  the  defaults 
command  can  give  you  access  to  pref¬ 
erences  that  are  not  available  from  the 
GUI.  Here  are  some  general  guidelines 
for  using  defaults. 

The  generalized  format  for  any 
default  command  is  defaults  write 
preferencefile  key  newvalue.  So, 
for  example,  the  command  defaults 
write  com. apple. dashboard 


mcx-disabled  -boolean  YES 

means,  “In  Dashboard’s  preference  file 
(com. apple. dashboard),  change  the 
Boolean  key  mcx-disabled  to  YES” — or 
in  plain  English,  turn  Dashboard  off. 
(You’ll  need  to  type  killall  Dock  for 
the  command  to  take  effect.) 

All  “modern”  preference  files — 
meaning  those  in  XML  format  that 
follow  Apple’s  guidelines — can,  in 
theory,  be  changed  using  the  defaults 
system.  (There  are  still  lots  of  programs 
that  have  their  own  binary  preference 
files.)  Most  of  these  files  reside  in  the 
youruserfolder/ Library/ Preferences 
folder.  To  see  inside  these  files,  you  can 
use  the  defaults  read  command: 

For  example,  to  see  what’s  in  Safari’s 
preferences  file,  type  defaults  read 
-app  Safari. 
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Break  glass  in  case  of  an  emergency.

Theoretically,  you  can  change  any  key 
you  find  in  an  XML  preferences  file. 
Standard  preferences,  such  as  those 
found  in  a  program’s  Preferences 
window,  frequently  are  documented. 

But  lots  of  programs  contain  lots  of 
undocumented  preferences. 

Most  of  the  switches  for  these  keys  are 
Boolean:  on/off,  true/false,  or  o/i.  Some 
use  a  -boolean  flag  followed  by  YES  or 
NO,  or  a  -bool  flag  followed  by  TRUE  or 
FALSE.  And  most  are  reversible:  for 
example,  you  can  turn  the  Dock  back  on 
by  issuing  the  command  defaults 
write  com. apple. dashboard  mcx- 
disabled  -boolean  NO  (followed  by 
another  killall  Dock). 

Changing  hidden  preferences  can 
lead  to  undesired  consequences,  so 
don’t  start  typing  randomly  just  to  see 
what  happens.  But  at  least  now  you 
know  what  you’re  doing  next  time 
someone  suggests  you  start  a  command 
line  with  defaults.— kirk  mcelhearn 

Import  RSS  Feeds 

NetNewsWire  (www.newsgator.com)  is  a 
fantastic  RSS  reader,  but  some  people 
prefer  the  convenience  of  having  their 
e-mail  and  news  feeds  in  a  single 
application.  Even  though  the  Leopard 
version  of  Mail  supports  RSS,  it  can 
import  existing  feeds  only  from  Safari.  If 
you  previously  used  NetNewsWire  (or 
another  news  reader),  here’s  how  to 
import  your  subscriptions  into  Mail.

Leave  Links  in  the  Background 

Do  you  receive  many  a  URL-laden  e-mail 
message?  Normally,  when  you  click  on  a 
link  in  Apple’s  Mail,  the  Web  page  opens 
in  your  preferred  browser  and  comes  to 
the  foreground.  However,  when  I’m 
reading  e-mail,  I  usually  prefer  to  keep 
reading  the  message  and  just  check  the 
link  when  I’m  done.  If  you’re  running  OS 
X  10.4  (Tiger)  or  OS  X  10.5  (Leopard), 

If -clicking  on  the  link  will  open  the  Web 
page  in  the  background,  so  you  can  keep 
reading  your  mail. 

As  a  side  hint,  remember  that  you  can 
always  see  the  actual  URL  for  a  link  in 
Mail  just  by  hovering  over  the  hyper¬ 
link — Mail  will  then  pop  up  a  tooltip 
showing  the  actual  address.  This  is  a 
good  way  to  make  sure  you’re  opening 
the  Web  page  you  intend  to,  rather  than 
a  nefariously  disguised  link.

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the  program  keeps  running.  If  you  switch 
to  that  program  by  clicking  on  its  Dock 
icon,  a  new  window  appears,  ready  for 
your  use.  Not  so,  though,  if  you  activate 
the  program  by  using  the  If -tab  applica¬ 
tion  switcher.  In  that  case,  you  switch  to 
the  program  but  no  new  window  appears, 
which  means  that  you  have  to  press  If-N 
to  open  a  new  window. 

Here’s  a  trick  you  can  use — in 
Leopard  only — to  force  the  application 
switcher  to  open  a  new  window.  Let’s  say 
you  launched  Apple’s  Safari,  browsed  for 
a  bit,  and  then  closed  your  last  browser 
window.  You  then  switched  over  to 
Apple’s  TextEdit,  but  now  you  want  to 
check  a  Web  page.  To  activate  Safari  and 


open  a  new  window,  press  If-tab  until 
Safari  is  highlighted  in  the  application 
switcher.  Still  holding  down  the  If  key, 
press  and  hold  the  option  key.  Release 
the  If  key  first  and  then  the  option  key. 
Safari  will  spring  to  the  foreground,  and 
a  new  window  will  appear. 

If  the  program  already  has  an  open 
window,  this  trick  won’t  open  a  second 
one.  Instead,  the  already-opened  window 
will  be  active  when  you  switch.  If  the 
program  you’re  switching  to  has  a  docked 
window — but  no  other  open  windows — 
this  trick  will  spring  that  window  free 
from  the  Dock.  This  is  a  handy  way  to 
free  docked  windows  without  relying  on 
the  mouse.  Note  that  this  trick  may  not

work  in  every  program,  but  testing  it 
yourself  with  the  applications  you  use  the 
most  is  quick  and  easy. 

Horizontal  Scrolling  for  Older  Mice 

If  the  electronic  rodent  attached  to  your 
Mac  is  of  an  older  vintage,  it  may  not 
include  the  latest  bells  and  whistles,  such 
as  the  all-directions  scroll  ball  that  comes 
with  Apple’s  Mighty  Mouse.  Stuck  with  a 
unidirectional  scroll  wheel,  you  may  think 
you’re  missing  out,  but  in  fact,  though 
you  can’t  scroll  diagonally  with  your 
mouse,  you  can  scroll  horizontally  and 
vertically  in  most  programs. 

How?  Just  hold  down  the  shift  key 
prior  to  spinning  your  scroll  wheel,  and 
you’ll  scroll  horizontally  instead  of 
vertically — scrolling  down  moves  the 
page  to  the  left,  and  scrolling  up  moves 
the  page  to  the  right.  This  should  work  in 
almost  every  program.  I  tested  the  major 
browsers  and  Apple’s  offerings  (including 
the  Finder),  and  the  trick  worked  in  all  of 
them.  Although  there  are  good  reasons  to 
buy  a  new  mouse,  if  all  you  feel  you’re 
missing  is  horizontal  scrolling,  try  the 
shift  key  before  reaching  for  your  pocket- 
book  (see  “Old  Mouse,  New  Trick”).

the  Finder  (View: 

Show  Path  Bar),  it 
resides  at  the 
bottom  of  each 
Finder  window, 
displaying  the  full 
path  to  the  currently 
selected  folder.  You 
can  control-click  on 
any  item  in  the  Path 
Bar  and  use  the 
resulting  contextual 
menu  to  open  it  or 
its  enclosing  folder. 

But  one  thing  you 
can’t  do  is  automati¬ 
cally  open  a  new 
Finder  window  by 
dragging  an  object 
over  an  item  in  the 
Path  Bar,  hovering, 
and  then  pressing 
the  spacebar,  as  you  may  wish  to  do  when 
moving  a  file,  for  instance.  As  it  turns  out, 
however,  the  Finder’s  Path  Bar  does 
become  “spring-loaded”  in  one  situation — 
when  you  use  Spotlight  to  find  files. 

For  example,  let’s  say  you  have  a 
folder  called  Clients,  and  within  that,  a 
folder  for  each  client  you  work  with.  You 
realize  that  you’ve  misfiled  a  number  of 
documents  for  a  certain  client.  Using 
Spotlight,  locate  those  files  and  then 
select  them  all.  Drag  them  over  the 
Clients  folder  on  the  Path  Bar,  press  the 
spacebar,  and — presto — a  new  Finder 
window  opens.  Now  just  drag  the  files 
into  the  proper  folder  at  the  top  level  of 
the  Clients  folder,  and  you’re  done.

Wondering  where  a  file  you’re  working  on 
is  saved?  Just  Sf-click  on  the  proxy  icon 
and  accompanying  text  in  the  title  bar  of 
most  OS  X  windows  to  see  a  drop-down 
menu  with  the  currently  active  docu¬ 
ment’s  path.  In  TextEdit,  for  instance, 
-click  on  the  icon  in  the  document’s  title 
bar,  and  you’ll  see  the  full  path  to  that 
document’s  save  location  (see  “Proxy  Icon 
Path”).  Select  one  of  the  folders  on  the 
path,  and  that  folder  will  open  in  the 
Finder.  In  Safari,  you’ll  see  the  path  to  the 
current  page  from  the  root  of  the  Web 


site;  select  one  of  the  other  entries  in  the 
list  to  load  that  page  in  the  browser. 

If  you’re  running  Leopard,  it’s  now  a 
little  easier  to  use  this  trick.  You  can 
choose  to  control-click  on  an  icon  to 
access  its  path.  This  means  that  if  you 
have  a  multibutton  mouse,  you  can 
make  the  drop-down  menu  appear  with 
a  click  of  your  right  mouse  button — no 
need  to  hold  a  key  on  the  keyboard  and 
use  the  mouse  at  the  same  time.

Put  Displays  to  Sleep  with 
the  Keyboard 

I  don’t  like  leaving  my  displays  on  when 
I  leave  my  Mac  for  an  extended  length  of 
time,  because  it  wastes  energy  and 
shortens  the  potential  life  of  the  display. 
But  I  also  prefer  not  to  put  my  Mac  itself 
to  sleep  because  I  often  want  to  access  it 
remotely,  or  download  large  files  when  I 
step  away.  Luckily,  there  are  a  number  of 
ways  to  turn  off  only  your  displays. 

For  instance,  you  can  go  to  the  Energy 
Saver  preference  pane  and  use  the  Put 
The  Display  To  Sleep  When  The  Com¬ 
puter  Is  Inactive  time  slider.  Personally,  I 
find  it  hard  to  get  the  right  setting 
here — it’s  annoying  to  have  my  displays 
switch  off  when  all  I’ve  done  is  pause  to 
think.  Alternatively,  you  can  use  Apple’s 
Keychain  Access  (in  /Applications/ 
Utilities).  Select  Keychain  Access: 
Preferences  and  select  the  Show  Status  In 
Menu  Bar  option.  When  you  do  this,  a 
new  Keychain  icon  appears  in  your  menu 
bar.  Click  on  it  and  select  Lock  Screen  to 
make  your  screen  turn  black.  (You’ll  need 
to  enter  your  password  to  turn  it  back  on 
again.)  Finally,  you  can  go  to  the  Expose  & 
Spaces  preference  pane  (in  Tiger  and 
Leopard),  click  on  one  of  the  pop-up 
menus  under  Activate  Screen  Comers, 
and  choose  Sleep  Display.  Now  when  you 
drag  your  cursor  to  that  comer  and  wait  a 
second,  your  displays  will  go  to  sleep.

If  you’re  using  Leopard,  though, 
there’s  a  new  hidden  method  that’s  easier 
to  use  than  all  the  others  and  requires  no 
use  of  the  mouse  or  menus.  Just  press 
shift-control-eject,  and  all  attached 
displays  will  instantly  go  to  sleep.  Move 
your  mouse  or  press  a  key  on  the 
keyboard,  and  the  displays  awaken.  It 
doesn’t  get  much  simpler  than  that.  Note 
that  if  you’ve  set  your  system  to  require  a 
password  whenever  your  computer  wakes 
up  from  sleep  or  from  your  screen  saver, 


that  password  prompt  won’t  be  triggered 
if  you  put  your  displays  to  sleep  this  way. 
You  can  still  make  it  happen,  though,  by 
first  activating  your  screen  saver  and  then 
pressing  shift-control-eject.  The  password 
dialog  box  will  appear  when  you  press 
the  hot-key  combination,  but  if  you  then 
click  on  Cancel,  the  displays  should  go 
to  sleep.  £3

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POWER  TIP  OF  THE  MONTH 


Put  Program  Icons  to  Work 

If  you’re  ever  in  a  situation  where  you  need  a  high-quality  version  of  an  OS  X  program 
icon — say,  for  use  in  a  presentation— it  can  be  a  bit  of  a  chore  to  get  it.  The  usual 
method,  which  I  call  the  “find-the-icon-file-in-the-haystack  game,”  goes  like  this: 
control-click  on  the  program  in  question,  select  Show  Package  Contents  from  the 
contextual  menu,  and  then  navigate  to  the  Contents/Resources  folder.  Somewhere 
inside, you  should  find  a  file  with  a  name  ending  in  ,/cns.  Open  that  file  in  Preview,  and 
you’ll  find  the  icons. 

The  problem  with  this  approach  is  that  there  can  be  hundreds  of  files  in  the  Resources 
folder,  and  the  naming  of  the  .icns  file  isn’t  necessarily  logical,  so  it  can  take  a  bit  of 
digging — or  help  from  Spotlight — to  find  the  right  file.  Luckily,  there’s  a  much  simpler — 
although  completely  nonobvious— way  to  get  all  of  a  program’s  icons,  at  least  if  you’re 
running  Tiger  or  Leopard. 

In  the  Finder,  select  the  program  in  question,  and  press  Sf-C.  You’ve  now  got  a  full 
copy  of  the  program  on  your  clipboard.  (Don’t  believe  me?  Press  3€-V  after  switching 
to  another  folder  in  the  Finder — if  you’re  going  to  do  this,  I  suggest  copying  a  small 
program  and  not  something  like  the  337MB  i Web.)  Now  launch  Preview,  and  press  3£-N 
(File:  New  From  Clipboard,  foryou  menu  users).  You  may  be  surprised  at  the  result:  a 
full  copy  of  the  chosen  program’s 
icons,  in  every  available  size 
including  the  gorgeous  new 
5i2-by-5i2-pixel  versions  available 
in  many  programs  (see  “Easy 
Access  Application  Icons”). 

Click  on  the  desired  icon  size  in 
Preview's  sidebar  and  select  File: 

Save  As  to  save  it  in  the  file 
format  of  your  choice.  (If  you 
want  to  retain  the  transparency, 
you’ll  need  to  use  PNG  or  TIFF  as 
the  file  type.)  This  trick  worked 
with  every  program  I  tested  it 
with.  You  can  also  use  it  to  get 
document  icons  for  things  like 
Excel  spreadsheets,  Word 
documents,  and  so  on.  If  you  try 
this  with  a  PDF,  though, you’ll  find 
that  Preview  will  actually  paste  in 
the  entire  PDF,  not  its  icon.

Wrestling  with  DVD  Region 
Encoding 


Qm  I’m  about  to  move  to  South 
•  Africa,  and  I  have  a  small  yet 
precious  DVD  collection  that  I’d  like  to  take 
with  me.  Because  I  purchased  them  for  use 
in  the  United  States,  they’re  in  the  NTSC 
format  and  not  the  PAL  format  that  players 
use  in  other  countries.  I’m  on  the  verge  of 
purchasing  a  MacBook  Pro,  and  I  know  that 
I’ll  be  able  to  play  the  NTSC  DVDs  I  already 
own  on  my  Mac,  but  I  was  wondering  if 
you  had  any  idea  if  Apple’s  DVD  Player 
(or,  for  that  matter,  SuperDrives  them¬ 
selves)  supports  PAL-formatted  DVDs, 
because  I  may  want  to  purchase  some 
once  I  am  there.

Am  Your  MacBook  Pro  will  be  able  to 
•  play  both  PAL  and  NTSC  discs, 
so  on  that  front,  you’re  set.  Where  you’re 
going  to  run  into  trouble  is  with  region 
encoding.  Thanks  to  pressures  from  the 
motion  picture  industry,  commercial 
DVDs  come  with  their  region  of  origin 
embedded  in  them,  as  do  the  majority  of 
DVD  players.  The  two  must  match  for 
you  to  be  able  to  play  the  DVD. 

For  example,  you  purchase  Region  1 
DVDs  in  the  United  States.  When  you 
first  insert  one  of  these  discs  into  your 
MacBook  Pro,  you’ll  be  told  that  you 
need  to  set  the  drive’s  region  encoding  to 
the  same  code  as  the  disc.  You’re  allowed

to  change  the  drive's  region  five 
times — you  do  so  simply  by  putting  a 
disc  with  a  different  code  into  the  drive 
and  playing  it.  After  that,  the  drive  is 
locked  to  the  last-used  region. 

In  South  Africa,  you’ll  purchase 
Region  2  discs.  When  you  try  to  play  one, 
you’ll  be  prompted  to  change  regions  and 
you’ll  lose  one  of  your  five  opportunities 
to  switch  regions.  Play  a  Region  1  disc 
and  you  have  to  switch  regions  yet  again 
and  lose  another  switch.  In  Leopard’s 
DVD  Player  program,  you  can  see  which 
region  the  currently  inserted  disc  is 
encoded  for  as  well  as  how  many  region 
switches  you  have  left  by  choosing  File: 
Get  Disc  Info  and  clicking  on  Regions 
(see  “Regional  Viewing”). 

Clearly,  changing  back  and  forth  won’t 
work  for  long  if  you  have  a  lot  of  discs 
with  different  encoding.  But  unlike  with 
some  earlier  SuperDrives,  it’s  no  easy 
matter  to  strip  region  encoding  from  the 


Matsushita  drives  in  today’s  Apple 
laptops.  And,  just  as  with  any  drives 
packaged  with  the  Mac,  stripping  region 
encoding  mucks  with  the  drive’s 
firmware,  thus  possibly  threatening  the 
integrity  of  the  drive  and  assuredly 
voiding  its  warranty. 

That  leaves  you  with  two  less-than- 
optimal  computer-based  solutions.  The 
first  is  that  you  can  try  ripping  your 
discs  with  the  open-source  and  free 
Handbrake  ($W;  macworid.com/3651) 
or  with  the  free  MacTheRipper  (f  f ; 

macworld.com/1271).  Doing  so  turns  the 
movies  on  your  DVDs  into  standard 
movie  files  untainted  by  any  kind  of 
region  information.  What  makes  this  a 
less-than-optimal  solution  is  that  the 
copy  protection  on  some  discs  makes 
them  impossible  to  rip.  Also,  ripped 
movies  can  take  up  a  lot  of  storage  space 
that  you  might  wish  to  devote  to 
more-important  files. 
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The  other  Mac-centric  solution  is 
to  purchase  an  external  FireWire  or 
USB  DVD  drive  and  play  Region  1  discs 
in  one  drive  and  Region  2  in  the  other. 
This  suggestion  earns  weak  praise 
because  it  will  cost  you  something  and 
it’s  inconvenient  to  lug  around  another 
piece  of  gear.  Speaking  of  another  piece 
of  gear,  if  you  plan  to  purchase  a  TV 
in  South  Africa,  why  not  purchase  a 
cheap  DVD  player  too?  Companies  such 
as  Philips,  Pioneer,  and  Toshiba  sell 
region-free  DVD  players  that  play  both 
PAL  and  NTSC  discs. 

Alphabetize  Firefox  Bookmarks 

Q9  How  can  I  alphabetize  my  Mozilla 
•  Firefox  bookmarks  in  the 
Bookmarks  submenus  or  folders  I  place  in 
the  Bookmarks  toolbar?

A0  Start  by  choosing  Bookmarks: 

•  Organize  Bookmarks.  Now  select 
a  folder  full  of  bookmarks  in  the  left  pane 
of  the  Bookmarks  Manager  window.  The 
right  pane  will  fill  with  that  folder’s 
contents.  If  you  want  to  sort  all  the  items 
in  the  right  pane  by  name,  just  control- 
click  on  an  item  in  the  right  pane  and 
choose  Sort  By  Name  from  the  contextual 
menu.  Firefox  will  first  organize  folders 
alphabetically  and  then  follow  those 
folders  with  alphabetized  items  that  carry 
URLs.  For  example,  if  I  select  my 
Bookmarks  Toolbar  Folder  in  the  left 
pane,  click  on  the  Apple  folder  (which  is 
inside  it)  in  the  right  pane,  and  choose 
Sort  By  Name,  the  Apple,  Favorites,  and 
Mac  Stuff  folders  appear  first  in  line. 
Google  News,  Latest  Headlines,  and 
Rhapsody  follow  after  that. 

If  the  right  pane  includes  folders  of 
its  own — you’ve  chosen  the  Bookmarks 
Toolbar  Folder  in  the  right  pane,  for 
example — click  on  the  triangle  next  to 
one  of  the  folders  in  the  right  pane, 
select  an  item  within  that  folder,  and 
control-click  and  choose  Sort  By  Name 
again.  The  items  within  the  folder  will 
sort  alphabetically.  The  alphabetical 
sorting  will  carry  over  into  Firefox’s 
Bookmarks  toolbar  as  well  as  submenus 
in  the  Bookmarks  menu. 


Bugs  &  Fixes  BYTED LANDAU 


Time  Machine  Holdups  Leop¬ 
ard’s  Time  Machine  doesn’t 
always  work  smoothly,  especially 
if  it  accesses  your  backup  drive  wirelessly 
via  an  AirPort  network.  For  example,  Time 
Machine  may  stick  for  several  hours  at  the 
“Preparing...”  stage  of  a  backup,  particularly 
when  you  remove  a  disk  before  ejecting  it 
or  go  several  days  without  using  Time 
Machine.  Apple’s  advice?  No  matter  how 
long  the  preparing  stage  takes,  wait, 
because  if  you  interrupt  it,  the  hang-up  is 
likely  to  last  even  longer  the  next  time. 
That’s  not  necessarily  so,  according  to 
Apple’s  Discussion  Boards  and  sites  such  as 
MacFixIt.  Many  users  claim  that  simply 
turning  a  backup  drive  off  and  back  on  will 
push  Time  Machine  past  the  “Preparing. . .” 
hump.  If  nothing  seems  to  work,  start  over 
by  using  Apple’s  Disk  Utility  (/Applications/ 
Utilities)  to  reformat  the  drive. 

Desktop  Items  MIA  One 

frustrating  and  persistent  OS  X 
bug  occurs  when  you  save  items 
to  the  desktop,  only  to  find  no  trace  of 
them  there.  Even  if  you  start  typing  the 
first  letters  of  the  file’s  name  to  highlight  it, 
nothing  happens.  Yet,  the  file  is  there.  You 
can  confirm  this  by  making  a  second 
attempt  to  save  the  same  thing.  If  you  do, 
you’ll  get  a  message  stating  that  the  item 
already  exists.  This  is  one  good  way  to  find 
your  file — click  on  Replace  when  you  see 
this  message,  and  there’s  a  good  chance 
that  the  missing  file  will  now  show  up.  If 
that  doesn’t  work,  select  Go:  Desktop 
(3=g-shift-D)  in  the  Finder.  A  Finder  window 


for  the  desktop  folder  opens.  Often  you’ll 
be  able  to  see  the  item  here.  At  this  point, 
doing  almost  anything  to  the  item,  such  as 
double-clicking  on  it,  will  get  it  to  appear 
on  the  desktop  itself.  In  the  rare  case  where 
the  item  still  doesn’t  show  up,  option-click 
and  hold  on  the  Finder  icon  in  the  Dock. 
Select  Relaunch  from  the  menu  that  pops 
up, and  the  Finderwill  quit  and  relaunch.  All 
the  desktop  items  will  briefly  vanish  and 
return,  including  the  formerly  MIA  item. 


Permissions  Pickles  If  you  get 

the  error  “You  don’t  have 
sufficient  access”  or  “You  don’t 
have  appropriate  access  privileges”  when 
you  try  to  rename  items  in  the  Finder  or 
save  files,  you’ve  got  permissions 
problems.  But  what  do  you  do  if  using 
Disk  Utility’s  Repair  Disk  Permissions  com¬ 
mand  has  no  effect?  In  that  case, you  may 
have  to  put  Terminal  (/Applications/ 
Utilities)  to  work.  Launch  it,  type  the 
command  sudo  chmod  -RN  -  and 
press  return.  Enteryour  administrator 
password  when  asked.  Next,  start  up  from 
a  Leopard  Install  DVD  and  select  Reset 
Password  from  the  Utilities  menu. 

Leopard  sports  a  new  option  here — Reset 
Home  Directory  Permissions  And  ACLs. 
Select  your  user  account  and  click  on 
Reset.  After  you  restart  your  Mac,  the 
error  messages  should  be  gone.

Apple’s  Mail  and  Its  Hidden 
Headers 

#  Mail’s  junk  mail  filters  work  pretty 

•  well,  but  sometimes  I  need  to  look 
at  a  message  in  the  Junk  folder  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  it’s  really  spam  or  if  it’s  coming  from 
a  new  contact.  In  other  programs,  I’ve  been 
able  to  view  long  headers  or  the  raw  source 
without  opening  the  actual  message,  which 

I  prefer  not  to  do.  But  in  Mail,  that  doesn’t 
seem  to  be  an  option — the  menu  items  are 
grayed  out  until  you  open  the  message.  Is 
there  a  way  around  this?

A9  Nope,  you  can’t  view  headers  or 
•  a  message’s  source  in  Mail 
without  opening  the  message  itself.  But 
before  you  dash  off  to  install  a  different 
e-mail  program,  let’s  examine  the  real 
threat  here.  That  threat  is  HTML 
links — particularly  links  to  graphics  that, 
when  loaded,  send  a  little  “yoo  hoo!” 
message  to  spammers,  letting  them 
know  that  they’ve  found  a  live  one. 

You  can  keep  these  images  at  bay  in 
Mail  a  different  way.  Choose  Mail: 
Preferences,  click  on  the  Viewing  tab, 
and  make  sure  that  the  Display  Remote 
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Images  in  HTML  Messages  option  is 
not  selected.  Without  these  links 
loaded,  you  should  be  safe,  as  simply 
displaying  a  message’s  text  in  the 
preview  pane  won’t  alert  a  spammer 
that  you’ve  gotten  the  message. 


Send  iCal  Invites  to  the  Many 


Q9  Can  Apple’s  iCal  let  me  e-mail  an 
•  event  invitation  to  multiple  users?

It  wouldn’t  be  much  of  a 
•  calendar  program  if  it  couldn’t! 

In  Leopard’s  version  of  iCal,  click  on  the 
event  and  press  S$-E  to  edit  it.  Click  on 
Add  Attendees  and  type  the  name  of  a 
person  you’d  like  to  invite.  If  you’ve 
entered  that  person’s  e-mail  address  in' 
Address  Book,  iCal  will  put  the  address  in 
for  you.  If  not,  just  type  the  address. 

To  add  another  address,  type  a  comma 
and  enter  the  new  name  (if  he  or  she  is 
in  Address  Book)  or  the  address.  Repeat 
as  necessary.  When  you’ve  finished 
entering  addresses,  press  return  and 
then  click  on  Send.  Mail  will  launch  and 
send  an  event  invitation  to  the  addresses 
in  the  Attendees  field. 

Alternatively,  you  can  add  multiple 
attendees  by  dragging  individual 
contacts  or  an  entire  group  directly 
from  Address  Book  onto  the  Add 
Attendees  link  (see  “Add  Multiple 
Attendees”).  This  method  is  very 
efficient  when  you  want  to  quickly  add 
all  the  members  of  your  platoon,  bridge 
club,  or  extended  family.

TOOLS  OF  THE  TRADE 


Of  Keys  and 
Keyboards 


As  much  as  you  love  your  Mac,  you  spend  just 
as  much  time  with  your  Mac’s  keyboard.  Why  not 
make  it  the  keyboard  you  love  rather  than  one  you  simply  tolerate? 

This  fistful  of  tips  and  tools  will  get  you  started. 

Matias  Folding  Keyboard  I  like  my  MacBook  Pro,  but  I’m  not  wild  about  its  key¬ 
board,  particularly  when  I’m  using  a  program  such  as  Microsoft  Excel  and  typing  in  a  lot 
of  numbers.  A  portable  solution  is  at  hand  in  the  form  of  Matias  Products’  $70  Matias 
Folding  Keyboard  (macworld.com/3652). As  its  name  hints,  this  is  a  full-size  keyboard 
(complete  with  number  pad  and  15  function  keys)  that  folds  in  the  middle.  Just  unfold  it 
and  jack  it  into  your  laptop’s  USB  port. 

Caps  Lock  Begone  I  can  counton  one  hand  the  number  of  times  We  intentionally 
invoked  the  caps  lock  key.  To  ensure  that  I  never  again  have  to  deal  with  an  unwanted 
string  of  capital  letters,  I’ve  switched  the  key  off  by  opening  the  Keyboard  &  Mouse  pref¬ 
erence  pane,  selecting  the  Keyboard  tab,  clicking  on  Modifier  Keys,  and,  in  the  resulting 
sheet,  choosing  No  Action  from  the  Caps  Lock  pop-up  menu. 

Kill  Help  Only  one  key  annoys  me  more  than  the  caps  lock  key— the  help  key.  I 
routinely  hit  the  thing  when  attempting  to  reach  the  delete  key.  And  when  I  do,  up  pops 
some  unwanted  help  that  I  must  dismiss  before  getting  back  to  whatever  I  was  doing. 
Although  it’s  overkill  to  use  such  a  capable  keyboard  macro  utility  for  this  job,  this  is 
one  of  the  many  tasks  I  assign  to  Stairways  Software’s  $36  Keyboard  Maestro  (www 
.keyboardmaestro.com).  I  just  create  a  macro  that,  instead  of  producing  a  Help  window, 
essentially  tells  the  key  to  do  nothing  for  a  second,  and  I  assign  the  macro  to  the  help  key. 


Moving  Mail  Accounts  Offline 

I’ve  got  a  whole  bunch  of  e-mail 
•  accounts  that  are  halfway  bogus 
or  that  I  don’t  want  checked  regularly  but 
also  don’t  want  to  delete.  Is  there  a  way 
to  customize  the  Get  Mail  button  in 
Apple’s  Mail  so  that  it  checks  only  certain 
accounts?  I’ve  set  the  automatic  checking 
to  do  this,  but  the  Get  Mail  button  still 
checks  all  of  my  accounts.

A9  You  have  a  couple  of  options  for 
•  barring  specific  accounts  from 
retrieving  mail.  As  you  mentioned,  you 
can  keep  an  account  from  being  checked 
automatically  by  selecting  Mail:  Prefer¬ 
ences,  clicking  on  Accounts,  selecting  an 
account,  clicking  on  the  Advanced  tab, 
and  disabling  the  Include  When  Auto¬ 
matically  Checking  For  New  Mail  option. 

This  option  has  no  effect  on  what 
happens  when  you  click  on  Mail’s  Get 
Mail  button,  but  the  check  box  just  above 
it  does.  Disable  the  Enable  This  Account 


option,  and  the  account  disappears  from 
Mail’s  list  of  mailboxes.  Now  you  can 
press  Get  Mail  until  doomsday,  and  the 
disabled  account  will  be  left  alone. 

If  you  want  an  account  ignored  only 
occasionally,  this  isn’t  the  best  way  to  go, 
because  you  have  to  dig  down  into  Mail’s 
preferences  to  switch  it  on  or  off.  A 
more  expedient  route  is  to  control-click 
on  the  account’s  Inbox  in  Mail’s  list  of 
mailboxes  and  choose  Take  “name  of 
account”  Offline.  (Alternatively,  you  can 
choose  Mailbox:  Online  Status  and, 
from  the  submenu,  choose  Take  “name 
of  account”  Offline.)  A  tilde-like  symbol 
(~)  appears  next  to  the  account  name  in 
your  Mailboxes  list.  Press  the  Get  Mail 
button,  and  the  offline  account  will  be 
ignored.  To  bring  it  back  online,  simply 
click  on  the  tilde-like  symbol.  S3

Reply  Hazy,  Try  Again 

Why  only  suckers  try  to  predict  Apple's  next  move 


While  recently  rewatching  all 
176  episodes  of  Star  Trek: 
Deep  Space  Nine  (don’t  ask), 
one  story  line  caught  my  attention:  a 
time-travel  adventure  that  saw  several 
characters  transported  to  Earth  in  2024. 

It’s  funny  how  technology  that  seemed 
futuristic  to  TV  writers  in  1995  looks  so 
primitive  today.  In  the  1950s,  the  future 
was  full  of  jet  packs  and  flying  cars.  In  the 
1990s,  it  was  full  of  CRT  monitors  and 
cell  phones  the  size  of  bricks. 

I  think  Forrester  Research’s  recent 
predictions  about  the  Apple  of  2013  will 
look  just  as  laughably  archaic  five  years 
from  now  (see  macworld.com/3730). 

Forrester’s  predictions  range  from  the 
blindingly  obvious  (the  iTunes  Store  will 
evolve  to  handle  other  sorts  of  content, 
and  the  Apple  TV  will  gain  more 
features)  to  the  faintly  ridiculous  (Apple 
will  move  into  the  home-automation 
market  and  will  create  lines  of  digital 
picture  frames  and  clock  radios). 

I’m  not  saying  that  Forrester’s 
predictions  will  be  entirely  wrong.  But 
honestly,  if  it  were  so  easy  to  divine 
Apple’s  plans,  we  wouldn’t  be  quite  so 
wowed  by  the  technologies  Steve  Jobs 
and  company  unveil  on  a  regular  basis. 
Also,  we  would  all  be  stinking  rich. 

The  Future  Is  Yet  to  Come 

We  at  Macworld  do  our  own  fair  share  of 
peering  into  the  crystal  ball.  I’ve  made 
some  prognostications  of  my  own  on 
occasion.  Though  those  predictions  have 
largely  come  true,  most  were  one  step 
above  saying  that  Steve  Jobs  would  wear  a 
black  turtleneck  to  his  next  keynote. 

Still,  I  have  some  issues  with  Forrester’s 
predictions. 

For  starters,  if  you’re  trying  to  predict  a 
future  full  of  Apple  devices,  I  think  you 
need  to  look  at  the  moves  Apple  has 
made  in  the  home  so  far.  And  if  you  do, 
you’ll  see  that  many  of  those  moves  have 
not  ended  well.  Its  attempt  at  an  iPod 


speaker  system,  the  iPod  Hi-Fi  (macworld 
.eQm/1215),  never  rose  above  a  crowded 
field  of  competing  devices.  And  even 
Steve  Jobs  has  conceded  that  the  first 
version  of  the  Apple  TV  was  a  failure. 

But  more  generally,  the  products  that 
Forrester  is  predicting  fly  in  the  face  of 
Apple’s  design  aesthetic.  Think  of  the 
Mac  mini,  the  AirPort  Extreme,  and  the 
Apple  TV:  these  are  small  boxes  that 
aren’t  covered  with  buttons  or  distracting 
lights,  that  are  designed  to  be  stacked 
out  of  sight.  Filling  your  home  with  a 
network  of  digital  knickknacks  doesn’t 
really  seem  like  the  Apple  way. 

Forrester  also  suggests  that  providing 
an  in-house  installation  team  is  the  logical 
extension  of  Apple’s  Genius  Bar  customer 
support.  But  that’s  silly:  Apple  has  always 
made  a  point  of  creating  technology  that’s 
easy  for  anyone  to  set  up.  Think  of  the 
original  iMac  (take  it  out  of  the  box,  plug  it 
in,  turn  it  on)  or  the  fact  that  you  activate 
your  iPhone  via  iTunes.  The  whole  point

of  Apple’s  technology  is  that  you  don’t 
need  anyone  to  help  you — it  would  be  like 
asking  someone  to  help  you  turn  on  your 
oven  or  open  your  window. 

I  keep  coming  back  to  Steve  Jobs's 
Thoreauvian  belief  in  simplicity.  Where 
Forrester  sees  a  proliferation  of  clock 
radios  and  digital  picture  frames,  I  see 
technology  that's  all  about  not  being 
ostentatious.  Steve’s  tenets  of  simplicity 
and  elegance  have  been  a  constant  over 
the  years,  and  Apple  continues  to  be 
about  creating  technology  that’s  so  easy  to 
use  you  don’t  even  notice  you’re  using  it. 

No  Penalty  for  Predictions 

Like  most  prognostications,  Forrester’s 
report  lies  in  that  hazy  area  between  right 
and  wrong.  Predicting  the  future  is  hardly 
an  exact  science — or  any  kind  of  science. 
In  a  world  where  weather  forecasters 
often  can’t  give  a  simple  yes  or  no  answer 
to  a  question  like  “Is  it  going  to  rain 
tomorrow?”  the  idea  of  guessing  what  a 
company — a  notoriously  unpredictable 
company,  at  that — will  look  like  five  years 
from  now  is  an  exercise  in  futility. 

Could  Apple  do  the  things  Forrester 
suggests?  Almost  certainly:  in  fact,  many 
of  the  things  that  the  report  predicts  are 
well  within  the  company’s  reach  today. 

But  when  it  comes  to  Apple,  the 
interesting  questions  never  begin  with 
“Could  it. . .”  but  rather  with  “Would 
it. . . .”  Apple  chooses  its  battles  carefully, 
and  it  likes  to  make  things  that  delight 
and  surprise  people.  Would  anyone  in 
2002  have  predicted  that  Apple  would 
make  the  iPhone — much  less  the  subtle 
nuances  of  how  it  would  work  or  what  it 
would  look  like?  I  doubt  it. 

In  the  end,  predicting  the  next  big 
thing  out  of  Apple  is  a  sucker’s  game, 
because  there’s  only  one  sure  thing:  It’ll 
be  something  that  nobody  predicted.  Q
